‘Tue despatches now published in a blue- 
book, on the subject of the Imperial 
Andience granted to the Ministers at 
Peking, add little to our previous 


knowledge of the affair, The repre- 
sentatives of the five Western Powers 
met at an early hour in the morning 
at the Pei'tang, where M. Delaplace, 
the Roman Catholic Bishop resident, 
gave them rooms to dress in; and 
were thence conducted to a pavilion, 
where they wero to remain pending the 
completion of the arrangements for the 
Audience. The Japanese Ambassador 
was admitted firstand alone, and on this 
subject Mr. Wade naively remarks: 
“this, both in consideration of his rank 
as Ambassador, and possibly because 
the letter with which he was charged 
was not a letter of credence but of con- 
gratulation only,’”—two reasons which 
itis dificult for the outer world to con« 





ceive as altogether consistent with one

another. The Foreign Ministers were 
in the meanwhile conducted to the 
Palace of Seasonableness, where they 
wore regaled with tea and cakes, and 
kept waiting an hour; and from that 
were led to the pavilion or “marquee,” 
as wo are told in preciso language it 
‘was to be, where they were to await the 
arrival of the Emperor. If we are to 
judge from subsequent occurrences, we 
might suppose fairly that His Imperial 
Majesty was in a little bit of a pet. 
At all events he seems to have suc- 
ceeded in making H. I. H. the Prince 
of Kung—why should we not speak of 
‘Mr. de Wade?—very unhappy, and 
kept that dignitary and the two 
“ministers with him moving back- 
wards and forwards for the space 
of an hour and a half. However, 
whether the delay were wilful, or from 
what cause soever it arose, the Emperor 
at tho end of the hour and a half was 
declared ready to receive the Foreign 
Envoys, ‘They found an insignificant 
looking Ind, seated cross-legged on a 
throne raised over a dais, who seems to 
have beon too nervous to speak the 
part of the programme arranged for 
him,—at least we are told that no sound 
could be heard, though his lips moved. 
Right and left stretched a number of 
relations and mandarins; the whole 
being, as Mr. Wade puts it, “fair to see” 
though not imposing. Profuso bowing, 
and the presentation of an address 
containing nothing, followed the entry 
of the Ministers, The Emperor be- 
ing, as wo said before, apparently 
too, nervous to speak, Prince Kung 
acted as spokesman for him, and 
coolly told the Ministers that he trasted 
all foreign affairs might be “satis. 
factorily arranged between Foreign 
Ministers and the Tsung-li Yamén ;” 
having received which polite hint 
that no practical audiences were to 
bo granted, another scene of bowing 
ensued, and the Ministers retired. 
M. Geofroy, indeed, was permitted to 
stop afew moments longer, to present 2 
special letter ; the second audience, we 
are informed, being as quickly ended as 
the first, We are somewhat at a loss 
to discover why Mr. Wade should have 
considered the ceremony as one calling 
for “jubilation” of any sort. To us, 
it seems to display a determination to 
get over a difficulty with the least 
possible concession. ‘Tsung-li Yamén, 
‘Ministers, and the Emperor himself all 
showed that what they did they did un- 
willingly, and that they bardly cared to 
veil their distaste. But if Mr. Wade re- 
frains from jubilation, what shall we 
think of Lord Granville? Her Majesty's 


Affairs knows as much as most men 
of international courtesies; yet we find 
him expressing “the satisfaction of 
Her Majesty’s Government that, by 
united action and without any irrita- 
ting menaces, the right of audience 
of the Emperor of China, which had 
already been secured by treaty, has 
now been established.” His Lordship 
must have a curious idea of the value 
of language, when he considers that 
the expression of the desire of the 
Chinese Emperor that all foreign 
affairs be for the future settled with 
the Tsungli Yamén, is a recogni- 
tion of the right of audience—in 
any such sense as we attribute to the 
term in Europe. On the whole, as we 
have already had occasion to remark, 
we consider the Chinese publications 
about the andience ceremony and the 
meaningless formula gono through, 
deprived the incident of all political 
value.

The annual meeting of Ratepayers was 
heldon Monday. The Report and Accounts 
for 1873-4 and the Estimates for 1874-5 
were passed. An amendment to the latter, 
proposed by Mr. Kidner and seconded by 
‘Mr. Wainewright, desiring an increase of 
taxation from 8 to 10 per cont on rentals 
of Chineso houses east uf Honan Road, was 
negatived by 210 votes against 79.—A pro- 
posal for a slight deflection of the Yanglze- 
poo road near Mr, Hayes’ house, was ad- 
journed.—A proposal allowing Messrs, 
Fogg & Co. to enclose a strip of the Bund, in 
consideration of their surrendering the fore- 
shore for the use of the Public, was ap- 
proved.—The construction of a bridge 
over the Soochow Creek at tho end of 
Honan Road, and bunding the Hongkew 
shore, was approved.—Power was given to 
raiso a loan of Tis. 10,000 for widening tho 
streets,—The purchase of Messrs. Gi 
Barnet & Co.’s property for Municipal 
Offices, for Tis. 40,000, was sanctioned, — 
The whole business was concluded by 
noon, Mr, Carter withdrawing the resolu- 
tions of which he had given notice, and 
which would otherwise have occupied the 
afternoon, These were adverse to the ad- 
mission of proxies for ratepayers presont 
iu Shanghai ; and in favour of the amalya- 
mation of the French Settlement, A 
special meeting lias however been called for 
the 8th June, to consider theso and other 
pending matters. 

The new Municipal Council took over 
office on Tuesday. Mr, Purdon was elected 
Chairman, and Mr, Wood Vico-Chairman, 
‘Tho Council resolved itself into the follow- 
ing Committees :—

Tho Chinese soldiers have been with-- 
drawn for some days from the Ningpo Joss- 
house, and are now encamped oulaide tho 
South Gate, not far from Overweg’s bunga- 
low. They appear to be contemplating 
some stay there, as they are surrounding 
the camp with earthworks, 

Wo hear that the French Consul-General 
has asked certain Consuls to prosecnto 
individuals claiming their protection, for 
shooting Chinese during the night of the 
riot.—We presume the reply will be that, 
if specific charges are brought against any 
one they will be investigated before the 
Conrts in the usual form. It is well that 
the matter should be investigated ; for 
though some shots fired during the heat 
of the riot were no doubt justifiable, there 
seems equally little doubt that others were 
fired recklessly after danger was over, and 
were blameable.—Of course Mr. Godeaux 
will institute, in his own Court, similar pro- 
coedings, in the case of his own nationals, 
to those which he has asked his colleagues 
to take. 

‘There has been no dearth of amusement 
during the week. On Tuesday the Rowing 
Club held a very successful Spring Regatta, 
On Wednesday and Thursday a Cricket 
match was played between the Public Ser- 
vices and the Oricket Club, which resulted 
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in a victory for the former.—M. Remusat 
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has given a concert which is highly spoken 
of but was feebly attended ;—and the Tem- 
perance Society has also given a concert 
which the aid of skilled Amateurs rendered 
unusually attractive.—Professor Vanek is 
giving a series of entertainments in magic, 
at the new Lyceum. 

‘A Rifle match is being shot off between 
the Shanghai Volunteer Corps and Hon; 
kong and Yokohama teams. ‘The Shanghai 
seores will be found on another page. 

‘A meeting of tho N. C. B. of the 
Asiatic Society was held on Wednesday 
evening, F. B, Forbes, Esq, President, 
in the chair, In consequence of the new 
rules coming into force, Messrs. D, Cooper, 
W. G. Stronach, and A. W. G. Rusden were 
elected members without ballot. Some 
valuable contributions to the Museum 
wero made by M. Mesney, of Kweichow, 
—a bronze drum, an incense burner, 
stone figure, and the saddle sword of Agai- 
ta-wu, a chief of the tribe of black or 
heh miao, who with 2,000 followers 
ravaged the whole of Upper Kwei-chow. 
‘Mr. Stent presented a copy of the “Jade 
Chaplet.” Mr. Pryer then gave a short 
account of the progress made by the 
Museum Committee, which now consists 
of Messrs. Forbes, Medhurst, Stronach, 
Cordier, Hawtrey, Taintor, Kingsmill, 
Keswick, FitzGerald, Groom, Pryer, Drs. 
Henderson and Gottburg, and Pore 
‘Aymeri, Lt was not considered necessary 
at present to draw any of the amount 
placed at the disposal of the Committeo, 
except for the salary of the Chineso Cura- 
tor. Mr. yx mentioned that the first 
case, containing over 200 specimens, had 
been finished, and that it was hoped 
soon to report further progress. Mr. 
Kingsmill then read n lengthy paper 
by Mr. H. D, Camnjec, giving the 
Legond of the Ancient Mazdayacnian 
Prophets, and the Origin of Zoronster, 
‘The paper was an exhaustive and interest- 
ing review of tho legends, history and 
tenets of the religion of which it treated, 
and appreciative comments followed Mr. 
Camajee’s contribution which, it was 
remarked, was the first ever made to the 
Society’s lore by an Asiat c. 

An nteresting question came on Monday 
Deforo the U. S. Consular Court, Mr. 
Wainewright applied, on behalf of the 
Raco Club, for an injunction to prevent 
Mr, Chalmers (as contractor for the Cricket 
Club) from constructing a higlt roof on the 
Crickot Pavilion ; the objection we presume 
being that it would interfero with the view 
from the Grand Stand. The injunction 
was granted, pending furthor evidence, and 
the case was then abandoned ; no appear- 
ance being made by the Race Club on 
Wednesday, when it came on for further 
hearing. All that was wanted was to delay 
work pending a trial of tho right at issue 
before H. B. M. Supreme Court. 

An injunction was accordingly applied for 
on Monday, at the Supreme Court, by 
the Stewards of the Raco Club, to restrain 
the Committee of the Cricket Club from pro- 
ceeding further with the construction of 
the new rovf. ‘Tho injunction was provi- 
sionally granted until ‘Thursday at 2 p.m., 
when the Committee of theCricket Club and 
the Stewards of the Race Club were to 
show cause why it should not or should be 


























made perpetual. On Thursday, therefore, 
the matter came up before Sir E. Hornby, 
Chief Judge, (C. W. Goodwin Esq., Assist- 
aut Judge, being also on the Bench). Mr. 
Wainewright appeared for the Stewards of 
the Race Club, and Mr. Drummond for the 
Committee of the Cricket Club. Mr. 
Wainewright was about to call evidence in 

pport of the plaintiffs’ claim to have the 
injunction made perpetual; but Mr, Drum- 
mond raised a technical objection—that 
the plaintiffs’ motion was contrary to all 
practice, both in England and in this 
Court, and that any judgment made upon 
it would be quite invalid. He contended 
that a Bill in Equity should have been 
filed, supported by an affidavit or evidence 
on oath, verifying its statements, and sup- 
plomented by undertakings to abide by all 
damages and consequences resulting from 
tho order of injunction, Tho learned 
Counsel urged this contention by argument 
upon the Rules of Procedure of the Court, 
and upon Ayckbourn’s Chancery Practice, 
285, et seg. Mr, Wainwright replied 
that the Rules of Procedure, sections 145 
to 148, gave the Court power to entertain 
an application of the kind, and to take 
evidence, in any way it saw fit. He was 
under the impression that the application 
had actually beon supported by evidenco 
on oath. As there was some doubt on this 
head, however, his Lordship, sustained the 
objection raised by defendant's counsel, 
on some points; and though Mr. Drum- 
mond offered to waive technicalities and 
allow tho case to proceed upon its merits, 
declined to go into it till tho informality 
had been remediod by a fresh in 
being applied for. Mr. Wainewright then 
presented a second application, and called 
Mr. Barnes Dallas, Secretary of tho Race 
Club, Mr. G. Jamieson, Interpreter in 
H, B. M. Consulate, and Mr. ©. J. King, 
a Steward of the Race Club, to give evi- 
dence as to the agreement (and documents 
relating to it) alleged to subsist between 
the two Clubs, that the S.C. C. should 
not erect a building on their ground 
except with the consent of the Ra:e 
Club, and should remove the Pavi- 
lion during Race Meetings if called 
upon to do so. Lordship having 
held that it was unnecessary to file a 
bill, Mr. Drummond wished that plaintiffs 
shonld finish the statemont of their case 
now, or at the hearing when cause for the 
perpetuation or dissolution of the injunc- 
tion was to be shown, and that an adjourn- 
ment should then be allowed defendants 
to consider their case; but to this course 
his Lordship would not assent. His Lord- 
ship attempted to bring the parties more 
together, by a brief statement of what ap- 
peared to be the issue, but did not require 
them to accopt it. Mr. Drummond then 
proposed the submission of a special case, 
aconrse to which Mr. Wainewright could 
not agree; and finally, Wednesday at 
2 p.m, was fixed fur parties to show cause 
for and against the perpetuation of the 
injunction. A full report of the arguments 
will appear in our next number.

Hsion’s immediate superior), and there 
withdrew the inculpatory confession ho 
had been constrained to make under 
the frightful torture inflicted on him in 
Shanghai. A further torture of 200 blows, 
however, persuaded him to go back to his 
original statement, and he was passed on 
to the Provincial Judge at Soochow, where 
he again recanted. Chinese law is that, if a 
culprit recants in a higher Court, he has to 
be sent back to the lower one, ‘The neces- 
sity of reforence to Shanghai was obvinted 
by torture at Soonkiong. We do not learn 
whether the samo process is being resorted 
to at Soochow, or whether Yang will be 
sent back to Soonkiong ; but if he is, no 
doubt the flogging will be repoated ; and 
it appears to be simply a question for him 
of admitting what he is desired to say—or 
being beaten to death. The Shanghai 
Hsien is, we hear, moving heaven and earth 
to have his decision sustained. 

Judgment has been given, in the case 
“The Assignee of the estate of L. H. 
Stoddard in Bankenptey ». Olyphant & 
Co.”—in favour of the Plaintiff, 

The U.S. N. Co. does not appoar to 
have got to the end of its troubles yet, 
though tho latest is one that curiously 
enough arises out of a success, We under- 
stand that a suit is being instituted by the 
North-China Insurance Co, for the recovery 
of the amount they had paid in respect of 
tho Insuranco effected on the Rona, in 
view of the U. S. N. Co. having succeeded 
in their appeal against the decision of the 
Court at Hongkong in the Ava-Rona colli- 
sion case, 

At HB. M. Supreme Court on Thurs- 
day, before Sir E. Hornby, Chief Judge, 
Mr. Drummond applied, on behalf of 
the North-China Insurance Co, (plain- 
tiffs in the above suit) for an injunction 
to restrain the Directors of the Union 
Steam Navigation Company from dealing 
with or distributing, before the decision of 
that suit, any sum they may recoive'from 
the Messageries Maritimes Co. in purau- 
ance of the judgment given in their favour 
by the Privy Council, and of an enquiry as 
to the amount of damage now proceeding 
at Hongkong. After some arguinent, his 
Lordship resorved decision, 

We have received the Customs’ report 
of the trade of Shanghai for the first threo 
months of 1874.—Grey Shirtings show a 
very large increase over the corresponding 
quarter of 1873; viz. 1,615,930 against 
774,870 pieces. T-Cloths again show a slight 
falling off, 216,264 against 287,032, Drills 
of all kinds show a decrease, especially 
Dutch which figure for only 3,700 against 
98,480. ‘The import of Sheotings was less 
than one-third that in 1873; Turkey Reds 
show nearly as great a falling off ; Chintzes 
and Velvets show an increase. Woollens 
show a total decrease of some 10,0C0 
pieces, with no very important -variation 
in the several classed of goods. Metals 
have fallen off 22,000 on the total import, 
from the corresponding quarter ; but show 
very great variation, Nail-rod and Bar- 
iron figure for only 25,000 peculs against 
68,000, while Lead stands at 25,000 
against 6,000, and Tin has doubled, ‘The 
tables of inland transit from Shanghai 
during the quarter, show a great falling 


























off in the chief kinds of cotton goods 
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and in metals.—343 ships, representing 
216,000 tons, entered during the quar- 
ter, against 37 representing 212,000 in 
1873 ; and 347 ships representing 221,000 

tons cleared, ayainst 378 representing 

211,000 in the corresponding quarter. 
Chinese-owned steamers figure for 10,000 
tons in each of these totals—The port 
yielded a Customs revenue, during the Ist 
‘quarter of 1874, of Tls. 656,000 against 
649,000 in 1873, 

‘The body of Captain Kofod’s son was 
brought to Shanghai on Saturday, by the 
Teung-ming fishermen who had found and 
given it temporary burial, Tho funeral 
took place at the New Cemetery on Sunda 

American papers contain reports of dis- 
cussion which has taken place in regard to 
the post of U. S. Minister to China, in 
consequence of Mr. Low’s resignation. A 
strong effort, supported by Mr. Secretary 
Fish, appears to have been made for the 
appointment of Mr. G. F. Seward—the 
latter to be succeeded as Consul-General by 
Mr. Avery, a well-known California jour- 
nalist. But it would appear from the follow- 
ing clipping from the Alta, that Senator Sar- 
gent’s nomination of the latter to the post 
of Minister has overborne Mr. Fish’s re- 
commendation :

‘The Customs cruiser Feihoo left last 
week to make a survey of the Bea- 
con Flats, which will probably extend 
over ten days, ‘The survey has been 
ordered, we believe, on account of au- 
incidental romark that a mail steamer was 
detained all night outside because there 
was not sniflicient water to cross the Flats. 
As a matter of fact, however, we are 
assured that there is always a good chan- 
nel, though in unfavourable weather pilots 
sometimes prefer anchoring for the night 
to Ubreading their way up the estuary of 
the Yangtsze, where they have no other 
guide than tho lead. There is a wide 
difference between the Beacon Flats and 
the Woosung Bar; the former aro difficult 
of navigation under certain conditions ; 
the latter is a positive obstruction, which 
con neither be got round nor over, till a 
vessel has reduced her draught to its low 
standard. 
~A short time ago, we published a 
telegram to the effect that Mr. Wade had 
again been instructed to bring the Woo- 
sung Bar question to the notice of the 
Chinese Government.

Nanzing, which has been laid 
up for some time, having undergone a 
thorough overhaul, including the with- 
drawal of one boiler so as to reduce the 
expense of working without materially 
diminishing her power, went out on a trial 
trip on Sunday. The test was in every way 
satisfactory, and the speod attained was, 
we believe, 9} knots, She has now re- 
sumed running on the Tientsin line. 

Nows has reached Hongkong that the 
German barque Hydra, which left there 
on the 17th March for Newchwang, was 
lost on 2nd April, during thick weather, 
on the coral reef off Coumi, (8S. W. coast 
of Formosa) some miles to the eastward of 
the Vele Rete Rocks, and eastward of the 
spot where the German barque Chance was 
lost. Three men put off in the ship’s only 
boat, with a rope to fasten to a rock, 
but the boat was smashed and the rope 
broken, and the crew were only saved by 
being drawn througi the surf by nativ: 
‘The latter kept them till Ist May, and 
then sent them on to Kelung, whence the 
Customs sent them to Tamsui, at which 
place they got passages in the Norwegian 
steamer Auguste Leffler for Hongkong. 

‘Among the passengers by Wednesday's 
steamer from Japan is Judge Goodwin, 
from Yokohama, who pays a brief visit 
to Shanghai. Mr. N. J. Hanuen, lately 
acting Judgo of H. B, M. Court at Yoko- 
hama, has also arrived by the Oregonian. 

‘We have to acknowledge a little book 
entitled ‘‘The Jade Chaplet”—a collection 
of songs, ballads, &c., translated from the 
Chinese by George Carter Stent, and pub- 
lished by Tritbner & Co. Several of the 
poems—‘ Fanning the Grave,” “ Yang 
Kwei-fei,” &e.—have already been pub- 
lished in the Shanghai papers, but others 
are new tous. We shall have pleasure in 
reviewing the book at another time. 

A Soocuow correspondent writes that 
allis very quiet in that city. The late 
disturbance in Shanghai has had no effect 
there, Multitudes of idle and exaggerated 
reports have been in circulation in regard 
to the riot; as, for example, that the French 
Police Station was destroyed and all the 
trees along the Bund cut down. As three 
boat-loads of foreigners (two of them 
visitors) left on the day the news of the riot 
reached here, the people understood it as 
a stampede, though those leaving really 
knew nothing of the trouble. 

‘A Cuxvoo correspondent sends news of 
a considerable riot in a neighboring district, 
caused by the taxing propensities of the 
oficials.—A case of parricide had occurred 
at a village in the interior ; the murderer 
was buried alive. 

‘The Haxxow Tea market was opened 
on the 19th, by the purchase of two chops 
from the Chong Lew Kai district at Tis. 
37 @ 37.50. The same chops cost, last 
year, Tls. 33.75. ‘The quality is said to be 
rather inferior. There are only sixteen 
musters on offer, and very little excitement, 

Our Amoy correspondent, writing on 
the 15th inst., says H. M. gunboat 
Hornet brings information that the Ja- 
panese are landing on the S. W. end of 


























Formosa, in Kwaliang Bay, and that the 
Chinese are rendering them valuable 
assistance in every possible way! ‘This 
oes not look much like collision. Several 
Japanese ships belonging to the expedition 
wero in harbour at Amoy. 

‘The Daily Press hears that the Foocxow 
‘Tea market is expected to open about the 
end of this month. The Glaucus, Sirius, 
and Cheops will load new teas from that 
port.—H. M. gunboat Hornet arrived 
in Amoy on the 14th instant, from For- 
mosa, bringing the news that 200 Japaneso 
soldiers had Janded in that island at a placo 
some 30 miles South of ‘Takao, and had 
commenced to throw up earthworks, and 
to otherwise entrench themselves, The 
Foochow Herald of 14th May says the 
Viceroy (of Fuhkien) is reported to be 
making somewhat formidable, preparations 
to mect contingencies resulting from the 
Japanese invasion of Formosa,—The new 
teas have not yet arrived, possibly owing 
to the heavy freshet in the river, Supplies 
must be close at hand, —In publishing 
another letter on tho pilot question, the 
Herald again says the European pilots 
are not fairly treated under Rule 8 
of the local regulations, A shipmaster 
ought certainly torbe permitted to employ 
a European pilot, if disposed to do so; at ° 
present the captain. is compelled very fro- 
quently to take a native in whom he has 
no confidence, and rather than do this 
sometimes prefers to take the vossel to sea 
\imself, a somewhat hazardous undertak- 
ing, if the dangers besetting the port and 
its entrance are fully considered. 

‘A private letter from Yoxoxtama says 
tho Chinese have been warned to leave the 
country, and are trying to become British 
subjects. If this is truo, it would look as 
though the contingency of a collision with 
China in Formosa were thought probabl 
but we doubt the statement in its present 
form. ‘Tho Chinese have never been liked 
in Japan ; and aro probably only being 
subjected to some additional repression, 
—A correspondent writes on the 13th, 
regarding the Japan ‘Toa Market :—Season 
1874-75 can scarcoly be enid to be opened, 
but about 250 piculs of what are called 
Garden fancy parcels have been settled, 
at prices rangiig from $57 to $67, oF 
about on a par with Inst season's rates. 
‘The quality of these is very fine, ‘The 
crop is supposed to be a full one, but 
countrymen hold back supplies, hoping for 
long prices about 19-21st inst., when buy- 
ing must be done for the P. BI, S. Great 
Republic, sailing on the 22nd.

‘Phe Sarcox Independent denounces in 
strong terms the policy which has been 
pursued in Tonquin siuce the death of Df. 

According to the Courier de 
Saigon, the Government has refused pass- 
ports for Tonquin, alleging that the rati- 
fication of the Treaty is not complete,

COLONIAL LEGISLATURES. 
‘Wuarever be the merits of parties in 
England, the administrative officers of 
the present Government seem well-dis- 
posed to look into the details of their 
departments. We have often had occa~ 
sion to notice the petty tyrannies to 
which the colony of Hongkong has 
been subjected within the last few 
years, and have drawn attention to the 
efforts of the unofficial members of the 
Legislative Council to obtain some in- 
fluence with xegard to local matters. 
Tt has beon difficult to say where 
most blame lay, whether with the ex 
oficio members of the Council who 
resented every attempt at what 
they looked upon as interference 
with their vested interests, or with 
the Colonial Office whose _princi- 
pal function seemed to consist in snub- 
bing Colonial Legislatures all round. 
The Karl of Carnarvon has however 
taken an oarly opportunity of explain- 
ing his views on the financial measures 
of the Colony, and in a recent despatch 
to the Governor lays down two good 
and just regulations for the future 
conduct of such matters, ‘The question 
was raised by a discussion which took 
place in the Council Inst year, as to the 
time the estimates should be in the 
hands of members before coming on 
for discussion. Mr, Ryrie demanded 
more time than the official members 
would concede, and eventually ex- 
pressed his views in a formal protest, 
which has called forth the despatch in 
question.—* You will be good enough” 
writes Lord Carnarvon, “to assure Mr. 
“ Ryrie that Her Majesty's Government 
“are desirous that the members of the 
«Council should have the fullest oppor- 
“tunity, that may be compatible with 
“the due working of the Public Ser- 
“vice, of considering and discussing 
“not only the Estimates but all ques- 
“tions of local interest; and I should 
“always be ready to give due consi- 
« deration to any requests that may be 
“made to modify” regulations which 
“occasion local inconvenience in this 
“yvespect.” Without entéring into the 
abstract question of the rights of the tax- 
payers, he directs that ample time shall 
elapse between the successive readings 
of the yearly estimates, to allow the 
non-official members to make themselves 
familiar with the contents, and to 
allow proper opportunities for receiving 
explanations from heads of depait- 
ments. This order, especially when 
coupled with the direction that publi- 
city shall be given to the estimates, 
will doubtless remove one of the prit 
cipal causes of itritation in the colony. 

‘Looking however at the wider ques- 
tion of the general relations between 
the home country and the colonies, 
despatches like this of Lord Carnarvon 
cannot but be productive of good. 
There is absolutely no reason why 
Great Britain should be on otherwise 
than good terms with her colonies. 
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From different causes varying according 
to local circumstance, there are colonies 
where the interfence of the Home An- 
thorities must be greater than in others. 
Malta is not in the same position as 
Mauritius, and the case of Australia 
differs from both. Yet in matters 
purely local there is no reason why 
‘Malta even shold be on a dif. 
ferent footing from the other colonies. 


It may seem absurd, but is neverthe-. 


less the case, that the action of the 
Colonial Office has always been con- 
trary to this reasonable line of policy. 
The officials at Downing Street have 
somehow or other got it into their 
heads that they are specially charged 
with the comforts and the expenditure of 
unfortunate British subjects, who have 
not the use of their own reasoning pow- 
ers. To give an instance, the Colonial 
Government at Hongkong once putaside 
a sum of $2,000 to be expended in the 
purchase of trees for the gardens and 
roads. A more purely local appropria- 
tion could scarcely be conceived. Wis- 
dom at headquarters however cameto the 
rescue, and the estimate was by a stroke 
of the pen in Downing Street reduced 
by one-half. These are the sort of 
things which create unpleasant 
nesses, and we are glad to see that 
the new head of the Colonial Depart. 
ment is actuated by wider views 
than his predecessors. Probably no 
office under Government is so easy to 
manage as the Colonial Department, and 
probably in none other has a more 
fraitfal crop of blunders been sllowed 
to grow up. Firmness, goodnature, 
and a resolve to interfere as little as 
possible with the business relations of 
the colonies, are the main requirements. 
It is unfortunate that they have not 
been more frequently displayed, 





‘THY CHINA REVIEW. 


Tue March-April number of the China 
Review scarcely contains the usual 
proportion of new matter. Three papers 
‘on the introduction of Railways into 
China, the so-called tablet of Yii by 
Mr. Gardner, and a translation of 
examination papers given at Wuchang, 
making up the greater portion of the 
new matter contributed. The “Young 
Prodigy,” a Chinese tale ably translated 
by Mr. C.F. R. Allen, is concluded in 
the present number ; and Dr. Hirth 
continues his analysis of the description 
of Leichow from the Kwangtung T'u- 
shwo. Dr. Hirth likewise commences a 
sketch of the geographical distribution 
of commercial products in Kwangtung, 
which, from the opportunities of gain- 
ing information at the disposal of that 
gentleman, will probably turn out to 
be # useful addition to our knowledge 
on these subjects. The author of the 
paper on Chinese railways gives up all 
hope of seeing any step taken by the 
Chinese themselves. They are, it is 
true, ready to build arsenals and ships, 
and even talk of coal mining. “ But,” 


he adds, “all this is merely defensive ; | toy 


it is bub for our own extermination ; 





the end in view is not disguised.”. He 
wishes to see a Chinese Railway con- 
ference in England, of sufficient in- 
fluence to induce the Government to 
take action towards obtaining a special 
Railway Convention with China. His 
ideas are so far reasonable that nothing 
for the economic good of the Empire is 
to be expected from its present rulers, 
Pressure has in the end to be resorted 
to, to obtain the slightest easement of 
the burdens on communication ; and 
this, not that the mandarins are 
as a body unable to see the ad- 
vantages to the Empire of reform, 
but because in that reform they fear 
a weakening of their own. power for 
evil. 

‘Mr. Gardner gives an elaborate ac- 
count of the so-called Tablet of Yii 
and its pretended copies. Pr, Legge 
gave his decided opinion against the 
authenticity of this inscription, an 
opinion which, considering his general 
readiness to accept all that the Chinese 
commentators have written, might 
carry some weight with those who are 
incredulous of ancient Chinese story. 
Mr. Gardner doubtless believes in the 
personal existence of Yii, and is ready 
to accept the tale of his engineering 
Inbours as gospel. Be this as ib may, 
the very characters in which the in- 
scription is said to have been written, 
afford a strong proof against its au 
thenticity. Not only is there no authentic 
instance of an ancient inscription in 
the so-called “tadpole” character, but 
analogy is against its having existed 
at the time in which the pretended 
tablet is said to have been setup. More 
or less intimately, the form of any 
written character depends on the mate- 
rial on which and by which it is de- 
lineated. The Egyptian hieroglyphs 
and the Assyrian cuniform are dis- 
tinctly correlated with the use of papy- 
rus and clay respectively. In China, - 
the oldest records were incised on a hard 
material, and the first books we are told 
were engraved with a style, on slips of 
bamboo. Hence the oldest forms of the 
cbaracters consisted of thin lines, twist. 
ed in various directions, of which the 
Chinese character is at the present day 
alineal descendant. It was not till the 
introduction of the pencil and paper 
changed the method of manipulation, 
that the present style, essentially a 
Trushy one, came into vogue and 
gradually displaced the older linear 
manner. Now theso-called “ tadpole” 
character is essentially a painted style. 
It never could have occurred to the 
manipulator with the stylus, and in 
point of fact it would have been found 
difficult if not impossible to imitate it 
with such an instrument. This fact 
alone must go far to prove the unau- 
thentie nature of the pretended inscrip- 
tion, even if clearer evidence as to its 
former existence than we have at pre- 
sent, could be produced. Mr. Gardner's 
paper is, notwithstanding, a very useful 
addition to our knowledge on a curious 
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questions relating to the history of 
China, given at the triennial éxamin- 
ations for the degree of Kujen, and is 
interesting as showing how much more 
enlarged than at present were the 
views of former statesmen, as to the 
qualities requisite for capable Govern 
ment officials. ‘The paper is perbaps 
the most valuable contribution in the 
number, to our actual knowledge. Mr. 
BE. L. Oxenham, who is we presume 
likewise the translator of the papers 
alluded to, concludes his historical 
sketch of Hanyang and Havkow, the 
main defect of which is that it is too 
short. We hope that Mr. Oxenham will 
at some future period enlarge the 
sketch—Notes and Queries, we are 
glad to observe, are growing, and notes 
on Chinese libraries, on the Dutch and 
Portuguese in Asia, anda natural gas 
in Obina, may be noticed as valuable.

‘The Peruvian Ministerand suite returned 
to Tientsin during the morning of the 
80th ultimo, On the following day 
Captain Gareia, accompanied by Mr. 
Secretary Elmore, called on the Governor 
General, ‘Two days later the latter, accom- 
panied by several subordinate officials, 
returned the call. Mr. Mayers, Chinese 
Seoretary to Her Majesty's Legation at 
Peking, arrived here a few hours before the 
Peruvian minister, and I have since learnt 
that he had been’ rendering considerable 
aid to the Intter in the negotiation of a 
treaty ; and as numerous interchanges of 
visits are now ocourring between Chinese 
officials and the Peruvian Legation officers, 
we presume that the relations of the two 
Governments have been placed in such a 
position that nothing exists to prevent the 
‘object of the Peruvian ister being 
amicably and speedily concluded. 

‘The ‘Tientsin Spring races come off on 
tho 14th, 15th and 16th instant. Some of 
porting members of the Peking com- 
ty have been here already some days, 
and as the entries havo been numerous we 
look for much sport. ‘The small river 
steamer Feiywen will be prepared, 
the three days of the races, to take the 
public to tho course, situated some four 
miles below the British settlement, As 
this will be an excellent means of reaching 
the ground, we hope tosee the ladies of the 
community grace the Grand Stand ; and 
thus give their countenance to the only 
public amusement we havo in ‘Tientsi 
Rain fell yesterday’ afternoon and dui 
the night, but to-day the weather is fair 
and the course drying fast ; and we have 
every reason to suppose it will be in 
splendid order during the race days.

CHEFOO. 


A man who has just como from Chih- 
meh reports that a Deputy lately sent by 
the Chefoo Taotai to collect the duty at 
one of the small trading ports, has met with 
ill-usage. It soems that heretofore the 
boatmen have been in the habit of 
paying duty on very much less than 
the actual tonnage of their vessels. 
Tho new Deputy ordered all the junks 
to be accurately measured, and decided 
what sum should be paid on each in the 
-fature. ‘The boatmen protested, and finally 
entered into compact with the merchants 
of the place to resist all changes. On the 
next general market day, people assembled 
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from all ports of the country bringing 
beans and produce of various kinds. Every 
shop was closed, and no purchasers could 
be found. The answer to every inquiry 
was ‘go and sell out to the Deputy. He 
has determined to collect duty on every 
catty of straw, on every ounce of tobacco, 
&e., &e., and not only this but in future 
so many taels must be paid for every male 
child that is born and half the sum for 
females, &e.” A general excitement and 
lond talking followed. Finally a great 
number went with their mules, wheel- 
barrows, &e., to the Deputy’s office, and 
demanded that he should purchase ‘their 
goods, fhe Deputy attempted to calm the 
people—threntened to arrest and punish 
if they did not leave, but all in vain, ‘The 
doors of his oftice were forcibly broken 
open; the Deputy seized and’ dragged 
out on thestreet, and beaten and handled in 
a manner peculiar to the natives of Chih- 
meh, He at length managed to eseape, and 
fled to the district city. ‘The Taotai would 
fain have the U.S. Cousnl believe that 
the people of Chih-meh are a very quiet 
and law-abiding people, unless justly pro- 
voked by kidnappers, &c. ‘This will prob- 
ably convince him that they are capable of 
treating others besides missionaries and 
native Chri in not the most friendly 
manner possible. 

Recently, a little village about one hun- 
red miles’ to the South of Chefoo was 
startled by the announcement thata father 
had been murdered by his son. The diffi- 
culty ttled by arresting the son and 
burying him alive. 

A few days ago, another row caso, ten 
miles to the west of this, was reported. 
Nearly two years ago a father took his son 
to the District Magistrate, and reported 
him as too disobedient and dangerous to 
bo allowed to live any longer. The Mag- 
istrate seemed to think it would be more 
meritorious to save than to destroy life, 
ordered the son to be imprisoned. ‘The 
son lately made his escape, returned home 
and avenged himself by taking his father's 
life. ‘The caso } 3 
but as the family wealthy it 
would not be surprising if silver would be 
more acceptable to those who have the 
matter in charge, than the life of the eri- 
minal.

Up to the present time, the Japanese 
Expedition to Formosn has not caused 
any extra excitement here, nor has the 
port been visited by any vessels belonging to 
itexcepting the (once P, &O.)now Japanese 
jenmer Nepaul, which arrived on Sunday 
and left again on ‘Luesday evening. 
vessel is commanded by an English 
captain ; and carries, besides the younger 
of the two American officers who have con- 
nectedthemselves with the expedition, a 
force of 350 Japanese olficers and men, all 
said to be volunteers. The only supplies 
they got here were coals, and these were 
obtained from the small steamer Washi, 
just arrived from Nagasaki with a full 
cargo, and which has since proceeded with 
the balance to Taiwan-foo. 1 understand 
the Japanese have stationed an official 
here, who will act as Consul. The ss. 
Hailoong from the Formosan ports to-day, 
has brought rather an musual number of 
Chinese, including about twenty five 
women and a host of elrildren belonging 
to the better classes,—an exodus which 
doubtless implies a certain amount of 
alarm on the part of wealthy Chinamen in 
those places. ‘The Innding place of the 
expedition is not known yet, but it is sup- 
posed to be Kwa-liang bay at the extreme 

































sonth end of the island. Up till the time 
of the Hailoong’s departure, no Japan 
vessels had been known to hold communi. 
cation with the shore, althongh an ironclad 
had been seen cruising off the const for 
several days, H. M. 8. Hornet left this 
harbour at the same time as the Nepaul, 
and her ,destination is thought to be 
Formosa.

CANTON, 

The Canton correspondent of the 
Chinse Muil writes that a great thunder- 
storm accompanied by a heavy rain oc- 
curred in that city on the 10th instant, 
and that the amount of damage done was 
very great. ‘here were several deaths 
from the lightning. ‘The flag-staff in front 
of a joss-house and the ridge of another 
joss-house were struck. An old banyan- 
twee in Hoy Yan Street was uprooted, 
while a house in Oi Lin Lane fell in 
consequence of a stroke of the electric 
fluid. A servant boy belonging to a 
family in So-tong-Yuen was killed, while 
a rock behind an altar in an out-of-the- 
way rustic joss-house was split open. 
‘The number’ of persons killed in the 
vicinity of Ho Kai was three, and a 
woman belonging to a certain street the 
name of which the correspondent does not 
give, was also struck down, A tree in front, 
of the camp of the Lieutenant Governor's 
guard was also struck, In addition to the 
above, there were casualties to terraces, 
roofs, and other projections, In the 
Western suburb a boy was killed, as well 
asa young woman in Ha Pin Obits, 
In the case of a woman in Tsing On Le, 
her escape was miraculous ; she was thrown 
by the force of the stroke to a considerable 

stance, and had her hair and ciothes 
consumed by the electric fire, but did not 
suffer fatally, Altogether the thunderstorm 
appears to have inflicted much greater 
damage in Canton than in Hongkong.

‘MACAO. 


On Friday night we had here a diluvial 
downpour, which incrensed to a frightful 
and continued torrent during the whole of 
Saturday. All the streets of the city, 
especially in the lower localitivs, were 
flooded, the water increasing to au‘alarm- 
ing height; the drains burst out, cutting 
the streets in every direction. During the 
frightful visitation, an electric discharge 
struck the old clurch of San Domingos, 
demolishing the steeple and igniting the 
roof. Alarms of fire were now given, and 
people, in spite of the state of the weather, 
Tan en masse to save the old temple, one of 
the remuants of the Portuguese ‘former 
grandeur, Fortunately only one half was 
consumed, the rain assisting a great deal 
to arrest the progress of the flames, In 
Baixo Monte a lnndslip occurred near the 
house of a Manilaman, named Antonio 
‘Tigno ; the earth, come twenty tons, cover- 
ing completely a small house and burying 
alive 4 Chinaman, two others of the ine 
niates escaping though badly wounded, 
‘A poor Sergeant of the garrison, after 
having worked hard in extinguishing the 
conflagration, on returning home fell into 
‘a well which was concealed from his view, 
the water in the street being up to his 
knees, and was drowned. In Barra, the 
other end of the town, a Chinaman’ was 
Arowned, Several houses gave way, but 
fortunately no lives wero lost.— Hongkong 
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NAGASAKI. 
‘The Nagasaki Lxpress of the 16th, say 





—The Japanese iron-clad ram Azuma-kan 
returned again to this port on Monday 
lust from Kagosima, Sho brought hither 
some five hundred more Satsuma soldiers 
who aro to join the Formosa expedition ; 
and left this morning for Amoy. The 
soldiers were landed at the Ohato, and 
were quartered in different parts of the 
town of Nagasaki, but they were re-em- 
barked on board the steamers Delta aud 
Shaftesbury during the week.—We hear 
that advices have beon received here 
during the week from the Japanese expe- 
dition to Formosa, but from what we 
have been able to gather it does not appear 
that hostilities have commenced ; neither 
docs it appear that any are intended unless 
the natives become troublesome, but that 
the intention is to aunex and colonise that 
spurt of Formosa not immediately under 
the coutrol of tne Chinese authorities, and 
to hold it as guarantee for the futuro 
good behaviour of tho inhabitants. By 
the steniners Shaftesbury, which leaves this 
evening, and Delta to-morrow morning, a 
Targe number of native artisans, comprising 
carpenters, blcksmiths and others con- 
nected with the building trades, are to be 
despatched there for the purpose of erecting 
buildings for the accommodation of the 
troups.—The new Captain of the Shaftes- 
bury appears to be bent upon distin- 
guishing himself. Yesterday afternoon 
the vessel, which is entirely in charge of 
natives, Ief this harbour for a trial trip, 
previous to.starting on her voyage to For- 
mosa, On returning to the anchorage she 
ran into the British barque Mistletoe, and 
did considerable damage to the port side 
of that vessel. Previous to the collision 
the steamer had run against the P.M.S.S. 
arge Shamrock, but fortunately did 
le damage to her, 


















































‘The Rising Sun of the 15th inst. says— 
‘The fact that the Japanese Government 
has recently been purchasing steamers, for 
the purpose of conveying troops, stores, 
and ammunition to Formosa, is sufficient 
evidence to show that it is determined to 
carry ont the original programme, to a 
certain extent, As a further proof, how- 
ever, no less than four of the Custom- 
house officers are going in the steamer 
Delta, and do not expect to be back for a 
period of 12 months, at the least ; General 
Saigo also proceeds in the Della, and 
several foreign officers and engineers ac- 
company him. There is nodoubt but that 
the Japanese Government is determined 
to punish the savages of Formosa; and it 
is also a palpable fact that its intentions 
are to colonize the Western part of the 
island. 








YOKOHAMA, 


‘The Nagasaki news appears at last to 
have convinced the Yokohama papers that 
they have been “sold” in being led to 
state that the Formosa Expedition was 
abandoned. The Japan Mail says the 
news of the departuro of the expedition 
“burst among us like a bombshell on the 
evening of Wednesday.” The Nishin 
Shinjishi explicitly denies the statement 
which appeared in the Japan Gazette, that 
18 Japanese, wrecked on the Coast of 
Corea last month, were beheaded, and says 
that the treatment of Japanese sailors by 
the Coreans has lately beon of a far more 
kindly character. We hope 20, but we 
remember how ‘explicitly denied,” for 
political reasons, were the insulting letters 
from Corea to Japan when they appeared 
in the Gazette—a denial in which our own 
information led us to place no faith.—A 
small vessel has been built and launched 
by Messrs. Dowson & Whitfield, for tho 
navigation of the Nigata river. ‘The Daily 
Advertiser has the following : — 

‘On Wednesday evening last, (6th instant)

before him as awarning. ‘The escort man 
(Hooper) being anxious to know what was 

ing on, addressed a few words to the 
man, who thereupon left the pre- 
mises. Having gone back to his room, 
without a thought of any offence given or 
taken on either side, Hooper was sur- 
prised to find a body of men forcibly enter 
the grounds and proceed to attack him with 
their staves, and with the aid of these wea- 
pons, which were used with great brutality, 
they carried him off. News of theoccurrence 
having been conveyed to Mr. Satow, whose 
house is only some little distance from the 
new Legation, he repaired to the police 
station, and demanded the release of the 
man, whose arrest was not only wholly un- 
warranted uponany general grounds, but was 
a violation of one of the special immunities 
secured by international law to the ser- 
vauts ofa Minister living in a foreign 
country. The sergeant of police, whose 
demeanour was most insolent, refused to 
release Houper, and Mr. Satow went to 
the residence of Kido, (who is acting at 
this moment as Home Minister,) which was 
not far distant, ‘The Minister was absent, 
and application was made elsewhere to an 
official of high rank in the same office aud 
who ultimately secured Hooper's release. 
‘He was found to be very much prostrated

from the effects of the severe manner in 
which he had been beaten about the head. 
It may be remarked, too, that he wad re- 
fused the assistance of a doctor or the 
means of communicating with the Legation, 

The Herald records an attempt at mur- 
der, and a suicide which heppoued on the 
9th instant, at the British Camp. About 
half-past eight o'clock several shots were 
heard, and on search being made, a woman 
and a private of the Royal Marines wero 
found lying between two of the huts, both 
wounded. ‘The particulars of the circum- 
stance appear to be as follows :—A private 
hamed Tagram had been for soins time 
atiached to a young woman named Jennie 
Anderson (or Mills.)

were found as above stated. Ingram ap- 
pears to have pulled out a revolver and 
fired at Mrs. Anderson from behind, the 
ball slightly cutting the side of her faco 
and her ear, and he then shot himself 
through the ‘head. An enquiry was held 
and a verdict delivered that Ingram camo 
to hiis death by a wound self-inflicted, whilst 
in a state of temporary insanity.

ABSTRACT OF PEKING GAZETTES, 

May Ist. (1), In addition to tho usual 
list of presentations, applications for leave 
from duty, ect., it is recorded that Ngn- 
ling having committed a breach of etiquette 
in introducing to audience, requests. that 
a penalty be adjudged against himself. 

(2), Suilien, Military Governor of 
Jeh-ho, applies for the deprivation of office 
ofa District Mayistrato who has obtained 
his preferment by false personation, It 
appears that an individual named Chao- 
Yung-chéu, otherwise called Chao K'i- 
hung, is the son of a former incumbent of a 
Magistracy in Kiang-si, where he purchased 
a grade of nominal literary rank, after 
which, in return for certain contributions 

itary funds, he was permitted to 
become a Profeot’s Assistant in Shantung, 
In 1868, after living for some years in 
retirement, he took the new namo of 
Chao K’i-hung, and got himself employed 
as a clerk in'a Government office, Ob- 
taining successive recommendations, he 
managed to rise through various minor 
tivular grades to the rank of expectant 
Magistrate, but all in his old namo of 
Chav Yung-chén, In 1871 he resigned his 
clerkship under the, alias he bore, and 
{in 1873 he gained his’ substantive advance- 
ment to the Magistrate’s Having 
been detected in these subterfuges, he is 
not a man to be entrusted with a position 
of authority, and the Military Governor 
consequently lays the matter before the 
‘Throne.—Rescript : Let Chiao Yung-chén, 
alias Chao K’i-hung, be forthwith depcived 
of his rauk, Let the Board of Civil Office 
take note. 

‘May 2.—The Censors of the Western 
division of Peking memorialize, reportin, 
a case of suicide involving a criminal 
charge. It was reported to them on the 
Sist March, by a woman named Chang 
Whang-she, that her aunt by marriage, 
Wang Liu-she, had cut her throat, where- 
upon’ an official was despatched together 
with the examiner of corpses and a female 
nurse, to hold an inquest on the body 
of the deceased. The evidence taken 
is to the effect that Wang Liu-sho 
had a daughter named Lin Urh, aged 
17, whom, a week beforo the suicide 
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was committed, she sent to deponent’s 
house, informing her that two women had 
lately applied to her for the hand of her 
doughter in marriage with a young gentle- 
man in the Board of Revenue, and had 
‘obtained from her the paper of nativity 
as usual in such cases, It subsequently 
‘appeared that the girl wanted fora 
concubine and not as legitimate wife, upon 
which the mother had demanded the re- 
turn of the nativity-paper ; but the go- 
Detweens liad refused to deliver it up, 
threatening on the contrary to carry 
off Lin Url by force. ‘The deponent had 
gone on the following day to Wang Lin- 
she’s house, where she saw the two go- 
etweens, who still refused to surrender 
the document. Six days Iater, deponent 
was informed that Wang Liv-she had cut 
her throat, In laying ont the deceased 
for interment, the nativity-paper of the 
intended bridegroom was found on her 
bed, and was delivered into the hands of 
the authorities. ‘The danghter’s evidence 
was to the same effect, and a woman to 
whom the house belongs in which deceased 
had taken lodgings, deposed that, the in- 
tended bridegroom, young Mr. Shén, had 
‘come to the door one day, with some com- 
anions, and violently abuised the deceased. 
The intended bridegroom had been sum- 
moned to givo his evidence herenpon, and 
had persisted in alleging that the girl was 
nogotiated asa concubine only, and that 
hevlind mover. been to the mother's. house 
to make a disturbance, In their final 
report, the Consors observe that as the 
caso is ono of violent death precipitated in 
consequence of matrimonial negotiations 
‘on belialf of a person holding official rank, 
and as the parties to the case give irrecon- 
cileable evidence at present, owing perhaps 
to the want of power to apply torture in 
the preliminary investigation, they recom- 
mend that the case be sent before the 
Board of Punishments. (A Rescript has 
already been issued assenting to this, and 
suspending the official in question from his 
rank pending the trial.)

‘Mr. Feanow begged to propose that Mr. 
Seward take the chair. 

Wr. Weraone seconded. 

‘Mr. Sewanp, having taken the chair, 
proposed that Mr. Pond be appointed Se- 
cretary to the meeting. 

‘Mr. Fearon seconded, and the appoint- 
ment was duly ratified, 

‘The Cuamstan then read the notice 
convening the meeting. 

Mr. Feanon said he did not propose to 
take up the time of the meeting with any 
lengthy remarks, in proposing the firat ro- 
solution. The Report and Accounts in 
the hands of the ratepayers were so 
voluminous that he thonght they might be 
allowed to speak for themselves. ‘There 
was reason for congratulation that the 
financial position of the Municipality, 
which looked so unsatisfactory last year, 
had experienced a great improvement, 
thereby greatly smoothing the difficulties 
which lay in the path of the Council at 
the commencement of their administration. 
It would be seen that the policy of 
trenchment advocated at last mecting 
had been followed out as closely as pos- 
sible. On the other hand, the Council 
had applied to necessary ‘works under 
the head of ordinary expenditure—every 
dollar they had power to spend under 
resolution passed at last meeting, and they 
had boen enabled to meet several extraor- 
ma of expen without 

wardens on the Municipality,

e Report and Accounts of the 
Council for the Foreign Community of Shang- 
hai, for the year ending 31st Barc, 1874, 
approved and passed. 

Mr. Moses seconded. 

‘The Cmarmaay put the resolution, which

‘That the arrangement proposed by the 
Shanghai Gas Company in their letter to the 
Council of 22nd November, 1873, be hereby 
approved and confirmed. 

‘Mr, SextoxaNn said the arrangement 
which was entered into with tho Gas Com- 

any resolved itself into a diminution 
in the price the Company charged the 
Municipality. At last Ratepayers’ meeting, 
fa resolution ad been informally put that 
the Council should levy a tax of ‘Tis. 1,000 
on the plant and stock of the Gas Company. 
Boing informal, it was not passed. The 
former arrangement with the Gas Company 
was, that tho Company should pay a tax 
of Tis. 250 on their plant and stock, and 
this the Company were willing to increase 
to Tis. 350. jut as would be seen from 
the Report, the Company had now agroed 
to charge '$3.63 per month per lamp, 
instead of $3.75, which gave an amount of 
about Tis, 450. ' ‘The Council found that 
the proposal was only fair and just, and 
therefore they accopted it for the ’ past 
year, and they now proposed that the same 
charge be niaintained for the following 
yenr. 

‘Mr. Karp seconded, and the resolution 
was passed unanimously. 

Mr. Punvox begged to proposp— 

‘That the agreement bearing date of 19th 
February, 1874, entered into between Mr. 
A. A. Hayes, Jr., for himself and wife, Mr. 
Alfred Dent, as Agent for Mr. Thos. Vincent, 
and Mr. John G. Purdon on behalf of the 
Municipality North of the Yang-king-pang, 
for the deflection of the Broadway, Hongkew, 
(vide pages 24-25 of Municipal Report for the 
year ended 31st March, 1874) subject to the 
confirmation of the Ratepayers, be hereby 
approved and confirmed. 

‘This, he said, was an agreement made by 
the last, and’ only put into shape by the 
present, Council ; and wasa matter merely 
affecting a small ‘portion of the end of the 

















































































Broadway near the reek by the Yang- 
tze-poo Koad. As would be’ seen by the 





diagram, the proposition comtemplated a 
amall defection of that road, which enabled 
‘Mr. Hayes to retain the portion marked 
BB, ho giving in exchango tho triangle 
marked EE DD, receiving also from the 
Council the Tis, 260 they would have to 
pay the owners of Vincent's land for the 
strip marked DD alone, The owner of 
Vincent’s land objected to the present road 
(CC) remaining as it is without compen- 
sation, and ho wonld only sell it together 
with the whole triangle, OCD D. This 
would be very expensive, as could be seen 
by the report published." If this, however, 
was not done, and the portion of Broad- 
way (BB) retained, then the Council 
would have to buy the strip marked DD 
of Vincent for ls.

‘Mr. Kuxasait asked if it wore proposed

Mr, Porpow said that was the proposi- 
tion," Tn future, if they wished to carry 
out the Broadway they should follow the 
line H H instoad of B B, which would 
make a better parsllol line to the river. 

Mr. Kixoswrur asked if thero was any 
other reason why this BB line should bo 

i It was originally taken up by 
ipality, and without any com- 
munication with that body, the land was 
taken over by Mr. Hayos. 

‘Mr, Porpow explained that Mr. Hayos 
had done what he had with the consent of 
the then Council, and it was now proposed 
te ratify the arrangement. 

Mr. Brera proposed an amendmont—

Mr, Punnox asked if Mr. Blethen would 
state his rensons for his amendment.

Mr. Kiwoswtt1, said he had pleasure 
conding the amendment, It 80 hay 
pened that this line of Brondway was 
the only reasonably straight line of wood 
road in Shanghai, and he thought it would 
bo a very reat pity, having gone so far 
with it, (0 change it without further reason. 
The plan before them did not show the 
general line of the river, but if such an 
one were there, it would shew that a line 
drawn from the first B in a diagowal line 
to'the second ditch would be much better, 
and entail no more inconvenience on the 
owners of the property, If somo fresh 
arrangement could be made, he thought the 
proposition put by Mr. Blethor. was one 
tha’ might well be accepted, and that the 
matter should be postponed till an arrange- 
meut was made by which the Council would 
not be committed to so andden a deflection 
and so sharp an angle, (Applause).

Mr, Kipwer wished to move an 
amendment to the resolution just proposed 
by Mr. Fearon, but felt that ho owed 
some apology to the presont Couneil for 
doing s0, as before bringing forward their 
budget scheine, they had had the courtesy 
to consult the incoming Council upon it. 
He must plead as his excuso that he had 
understood, until within the last fow days, 
that a resolution-would be brought forward 
to check the erection of Chineso houses in 
the Settlement to the East of Honan Road; 
nut this had beon ruled out of order at tho 
present meeting, and had to bo abandoned. 
Seeing therefore that they must for some 
time longer tolerate the nuisance, it ro- 
mained to devise some way of mitigating 
the evil it was impossible to eradicate. 
He would not enter on the question whe: 
ther the Chinese had a right to reside in 
the Settlement, as that had been ruled 
outof order, They had boen{admitted, they 
were living here, and they wero a source of 
intelerable annoyance. (A. voice—Out of 
order.) He need only refer to the Couneil’s 
own Report, which pointed out the neces- 

ty for increasing the Sanitary expen 
dituro in consequence of their presence, 
He need ouly refer, again, to the able 
report of the Health Officer — whose 
opinions he believed wore shared by every 
medical man and by every unbiased resi- 
dent—in support of his position, And 
in consequence of the restrictions that had 
to be imposed on them, it beeame neces- 
sary to employ additional foreo. It might 
be argued by some that the Chinese were 
altogether unobjectionable, and the pre- 
sent. Police Force and Sanitary Officers 
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sufficient to meet the requirements they 
necessitated. But it was known to every 
experienced resident that they would not 
of their own accord adopt any sanitary 
measures, but wherever they went they 
carried dirt and disease along with them. 

Mr. E. M, Sattrn protested against the 
time of the meeting being taken up with 
the discussion of a question which was out 
of order. 

The Cuamsan asked why Mr. Smith 
considered Mr. Kidner out of order. 

Mr. Sarr understood the introduction 
of the question had been ruled to be con- 
trary to the Land Regulations.

Mr. Kronen continued—It had been 
maintained that the present Police Force 
was able to perform all the duties required 
of it; and no doubt great praiso was due 
to them, but he was not one who believed 
in the vaunted efficiency of the Police. 
And he was sure that everybody who 
drove about the Settlement as much as he 
did, would agree with him that the Police 
regulations were openly violated every 
day of the week and every hour of the 
day. The dirty inmates of reeking bro- 
thels were burning bonfires in some of 
the principal streets in the Settlement. 
Carpenters, tinmen and other tradesmen 
worked in'the road aud exhibited ther 
wares, occupying half the street to do 
20. Wheolbarrowmen mooned about for 
hire without system or any regard for 
the carriage traffic. Brawls and disturb- 
ances were continually taking place, and 
nuisances andindecencies of one kind andan 
other were constantly committed. But thes« 
weroa meronothing compared with the intol- 
erable annoyance to which Foreigners were 
subjected who had Chinese as their imme- 
dinte neighbours, ‘Those who lived on the 
Bund and in those quarters of the Settle- 
ment as yet happily unintruded upon by 
Chinese, could have no idea of the enorini- 
ty of the nuisance of which he complained. 
To take the case of his own residence for 
example when he first went thero the 
neighbourhood was tolerably freo from 
Chineso, ‘The nearest houses were some 
little distanco off, they wore large, and 
inhabited by the most respectable class of 
Natives ; consequently he experienced th 
minimum of annoyance. But now all this 
lind changed. A colony had sprung up 
immediately in the rear of him, and ever 
since he had been subjected to consider- 
able aunoyance. ‘The first thing they did 
was to establish a public urinal close to 
entrance gate, which all his protests had only 
succeeded in getting changed to the opposite 
side of the road, where it was equally anni 

‘Then the social habits of the Chi- 
endered it impossible for foreigners 
to live in their midst. He would give an 
instance which had come within his own 
experience last sunnier, ‘The occupant of 
one of the neighboring houses had, the mis- 
fortune to lose his wife, and instead of bury- 
ing the poor woman decently, they pickled 
the body and kept her lying in state Tor two 
months in the midst of the hot weather ; 
the health of the neighbours being all the 
time jeopardised by the foul exhalations 
from the decomposing corpse. ‘The period 
of lying in state having expired, the 
burial rites began, and a whole army of 
priests and pipers’ wore called in who, 
for three livelong days and nights, 
kept up an incessant roar of bombs and 
‘erackers, a clanging of gongs and a deafen- 
ing din of discordant music enough to 
drive any sane man out of his senses. 
“What were the police for, but to check such 
annoyances? yet they were constantly oc- 
curring. When nubody died, somebody

show came round for a change; there was 
always something. Ho knew what would 
be said in answer to these statements. It 
would be said he exaggerated ; that he was 
interfering with the rights of landowners, 
that he_was depreciating the value of pro- 
perty. But he would ask Ratepayers not to 
be,persuaded by the bias of self-interest. As 
to whether he did exaggerate, he appealed 
to those who, like himself, had experience 
of Chinese neighbours, (A voico—No.) As 
to the rights of property owners, he would 
ask if all of us had not rights—rights for 
which our country had fought, and secured 
to us by treaty; and if by this measuro 
the Chinese should be driven out of the 
foreign quarter, he must confess he should 
not himself view that result with regret. 
‘As regards the depreciation of property 
generally, he knew that the presence 
of the Chinese was already depreciating 
property. He knew cases in which 
foreign’ house property was seriously de- 
preciated by the neighborhood of Chinese. 
‘He had little hope, in these days of proxy 











voting, that any measure would be carried 
on its merits ; but he did hope that there 
some men in the room sufficiently 
independent and public spirited to come 
forward and at least enter an indignant 
protest against the continuance of the 
practices now permitted. ‘The resolution 
he had to propose was—

e English Settlement, and 
of the additional expense which will be in- 
curred thereby, it is hereby resolved that the

‘Mr, Warzwntonr seconded the amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Canren said they were all very 
much indebted to Mr. Kidner for his 
amusing speech—which would perhaps 
have been better suited to the pages of 
Puck, than for this meeting. But there 
was one point in it which called for notice. 
He had said that he did not suppose any 
question could be decided on its merits, 
so long as proxy voting exists. He con- 
ered this was a direct insult to the 
ting, aud the expression ought to be 
withdrawn.

be convened for the purpose, ‘There was 
no doubt a great deal of truth in what 
‘Mr. Kidner had said. Most of the Council, 
and most of the Medical men in the 
Settlement agreed with him at least in the 
points Which touched on the sanitary con- 
Gition of the Settlements, He would read 
had been drawn up too 
the signatures of all the 
medical men i for this meeting, but 
which bore the signatures of the majority, 
and he was certain would be approved of by 
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meeting of 
Ratepayers, sd, with ‘the 
hope of assisting that meeting should sanitary 
topies be brought before it, are desirous of 
expressing our opinion regarding the present 
dangerous overcrowding of the Settlements 
by Chinese, as well as regarding the measures 
necessary to counteract the effects of the 
steadily increasing influx of the natives. 





“We have come to the conclusion, after 
careful observation, that as long as natives 
are permitted to congregate in badly built 


undrained land, it will be impossible to 
maintain in Shanghai those conditions which 
are essential to hoalth, or to control the 
ravages of epidemic disease should it arise. 
We consider it our duty to remind the com- 
munity that an epidemic (as for example of 
cholera) might at any time present itself, 
while there is a continual risk of smallpox 
and other diseases which we know to be 
constantly prevalent, breaking out with wm 
usual violence. Should either contingene; 
occur, the loss of life must be most seriou 
since the governing body is completely w 
prepared for such emergencies occurring amidst 
such a population, 

“In view of these facts, while we regret that 
there appear to be no means of restricting tho 
actually existing evil, we would press on the 
community the necessity of limiting, for the 
fature, the number of houses to be built on an 
assigned space, prescribing the minimum 
width of the streets to be constructed in 
newly erected quarters, settling a standard of 
construction with regard to sanitary needs, 
beneath which standard no house should be 
erected, and finally insisting upon the cleva- 
tion and drainage of every plot of land prior 
to the beginning of building operations.”

Bye-law No, 8 had beon found by th 
Council quite inoperative for the purpose 
intended. It provided that no building 
should be erected without consulting the 
Municipal Surveyor, but so completely. 
useless had the Bye-law been found, that 
there was no such officer as a Surveyor, 
attached to the Council’s staff, It had 
been proposed therefore that some resolu- 
tions should be made which would be 
brought before a special meeting, to plico 
proper restrictions on the erection of na- 
tive tenements, aud to increase the powers 
of the Couneil in dealing with Utem after- 
wards, and it might be better to postpone 
‘a consideration of the whole matter till 
this meeting could be called, 


Mr. Kixosut said, as near as might 
be three centuries ‘ago, a somewhat 
lar resolution to that’ now proposed 
was brought before the Parliament of 
England. ‘The wiseacres of tho Intter part 
of the sixteenth century thought that 
London was growing too fast for their 
comfort, aud an act was passed and re- 
ceived tho sanction of the good Queen 
Bess, forbidding its future extension. Ho 
need scarcely say that that Act, as all others 
passed in defiance of the principles of 
political economy, proved ineflective, Lou- 
don did not ceaso to grow, and 
became apparent that to attempt to inter- 
fere with the natural growth of a city was 
labour in vain. He was therefore all the 
more surprised that such a motion as had 
been brought forward to-day, should find 
supporters. ‘The simple fact was that tho 
foreign settlements at Shanghai at the pro- 
sent day were in a position not unlike Lon 
don three hundred years ago, ‘Trade was 
extending thero, and manufactures were in- 
creasing, and to mect this increnso more 
hands and more money were required. 
Our trade at Shanghai could not be carried 
on withont the requisite accommodation for 
it, We had not come to

me one, but what we required were 
ies for trade, and this was best left 
to the natural course of events. It was 
seareely more than a century sinee Soho 
Square was the centre of fashion in Lon- 
don ; it was not s0 long since Oxford Street 
was lined with idler residences. The natural 
growth of agrent city had caused these sites 
to be oconpied for far different purposes, and 
what was true of London was true of every 
important and increasing 
Shanghai was no 











city where 1 
trade was carried on, 
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exception to the rule, business had to be 
separated from pleasure, and there were 
sites in abundance, where people could go 
and reside without being subjected to the 
inconveniences complained of. It was 
doubtless true, he was sorry to have to say, 
that the necessary steps had not been 
taken to introduce sanitary and police 
improvements, but tho fault lay with 
the executive. He would gladly hail 
any scheme which would have for its 
end the accomplishment of these measures, 
Dut a policy like that suggested would 
have no such eflect. It would inflict an 
injury on the goneral prosperity of the 
place, to suit the private convenience of a 
fow, and that was a.thing not to be thought 
of fora moment. Suppose for one moment 
that the proposal to remove the Chinese 
from this Settlement wore carried out, 
we should only have for result that they 
would congregate in the suburbs, beyond 
Municipal control, and there would be 
able to practise without interference all the 
filthiness and nastiness complained of. If 
the meeting wished for a oxample of 
what might bo the result of such a state 
of affairs, it would but have to adjourn 
to the new village springing up on tho 
borders of the French Settlement near 
Pah-sien-kiau, Such a result, in the most 
ordinary sanitary point of view, would cer- 
tainly be an event to be deplored. Whil 
at present we havo the control of these 
matters in our own hands, in such a case 
they would pass beyond our power, and 
he did not like to think what would bo 
the result. (Applause.) 

‘The Cnarmstan said tho effect of Mr. 

Kid ndinent would be to sti 
out the first of the appropriate clauses of 
the resolution proposed by Mr. Fearon— 
that relating to General Municipal rato 
of 8 percent on native rentals from Chi- 
nese, and to substitute therefor the new 
rate’ proposed.

What 
he wanted to know was what difference 
the resolution would be likely to make in 
the Budget, Certain estimates were made, 
and. before the Council supported such a 
resolution it would be interesting to know 
what its effect would be. 

Mr. Kroyer admitted that it would be 
interesting to know, but he was not pre- 
pared with the information, 

‘Mr, Moses questioned whether, under 
Article IX of the Land Regulations, the 

ng could pass this resolution withont 
making a corresponding incroase in the tax 
on land. 

‘Mr. Krper said Article 1X limited the 
assessment on Innd at 1-20th of 1 per 
cont, to 1 per cent on the annual rent of 
land, ‘but id wot place any limit ‘upon 
the amount of assessment on houses.

view. It seemed to be inserted as a mea- 
sure of defence for landowners, that no tax 
could be imposed on them greater than 
1-20th of 1 per cent, But it did not work 
the other way.

‘The Cnarraan said that to return to 
the general question there was another 
view he might suggest to the meeting — 
that the amendment could not become 
operative without the consent of the Chi- 
nese authorities. The Consuls would have 











| to go to the Taotai and ask his assent, and 


it became a question for the meeting to 
consider whether they cared to have the 
proposition put to the Taotai, who most 
certainly would refuse. In face of such a 
refusal nothing could be done. 

‘Mr. Ivesox said the object of the amend- 
ment seemed to be to introduce a new 
system of taxation into the Settlement, 
altogether. Notice of it should therefore 
have been given, so that people might have 
given it their consideration and come pre- 
pared to discuss it. It was apparently 
intended to tax the Chinese out of tho 
Settlement, He might ask the proposer 
whether, notwithstanding his objections to 
the neighbourhood of Chinese houses, he 
had not renewed his lease within the last 
twelve months, 

Mr, Kien said there might of course 
be considerations inducing him to remain, 
notwithstanding the annoyance of a Chi- 
nese neighbourhood. He did not complain 
of his landlords, they were as good as 
landlords usually are, and tried to make 
the place comfortable; but they could not 
control the Chineso ‘any moro than he 
could. He found himself unable to abate 
the Nuisance around him, although he per- 
formed the duties of Nuisance Inspector 
every Sunday morning, when he ought to 
bein Church. (Laughter.) 

‘Mr. Toorat, said, Inbouring under severe 
hoarseness, he feared he should not be able 
to make himself heard, and therefore, 
though he could recount plenty of ii 
stances of nuisance, in addition to tho: 
fluently mentioned by Mr. Kidner, ho 
must confine himself to endorsing "his 
3 of tho all but unbearable annoyance 
penn residents suffered, who lived in 
the immediate neighbourhood of Chines 
In his own case, he would gladly remov 
but the tendency to erect Chinese buildings 
was so great that, on looking round, he 
could find no suitable premises that wero 
not in, or wore not liable to, an immediate 
proximity to buildings of the objectionable 
class. And by moving he might simply 
find himself in even a worse ion, he 
might find himself removed from the ‘i 
mediate neighbourhood of the Police Sta- 
tion. At present there was a measire of 
redress close at hand, but a remove might 
place him in, if possible, worse and moro 
annoying circumstances than now. 

Mr. E. M. Snrm remarked, as to Mr. 
Tootal’s difficulty in finding foreign houses 
in Shanghai, that he had only to look down 
columns of the morning paper and see 
how many are empty. It was an insult to 
the good senso of the community to come 
forward here and ask them to believe that 
the Municipal regulations, enforced by a 
staff of inspectors and policemen, could not 
keep the place in proper order. He himself 
imposed certain regulations with regard to 
cleanliness, on his properties, and he 
defied those who turned up their noses at 
the smallest symptom of offensiveness, to 
find any cause of complaint. But the fact 
there seemed to be a mania among 
non-property owners in Shanghai for cry- 
ing out against Chinese houses, and the 
Chinese property owners were accused of 
crowding natives into the place. They 
should remember, however, that it was 
the merchants who began it, not specu- 
Jators in property. Messrs, Adamson & 
Co. were the first firm that brought silk- 





















































men in and located them in out-houses, 


during the rebellion, Messrs. Gibb 
Livingston & Co. then introduced Chinese 
bankers. Then brokers and natives 
generally came in, and were expected to 
conform to ideas’ of sanitary strictness 
which did not exist in any other part of 
the world—people seemed auxious to place 
Shanghai lahove all. He maintained that, 
with propee regulations, and proper super- 
vision by inspectors of nuisances and so 
on, the Settlements could be kept in_such 
astate that no one could find anything to 
grumble at, The great misfortune was 
that the organisation of the Municipality 
was not sufficiently comprehensive to do 
away with all objections. If more expense 
were gone to, and a little more good senso 
used,—not by policemen rapping Chineso 
heads with their batons—but by the Coun- 
cil applying to the Mixed Court and asking 
its co-operation in making Chinese conform 
to the regulations—if four or five cases 
were thus taken before the Mixed Court, in 
avery short space of time the Settlement 
would be changed, and sensitive people 
would cease to turn up their noses every 
time they passed a Chinese house, Thero 
were many drains in diffrent parts 
of the Settlements which were simpl 
an auomaly, for they did not worl 
at all, and’ that because some indi- 
viduals, whos business it was, did not 
take a section of the Settlement and insist 
upon the native residents removing their 
garbage and collections of filth. 

‘Mr. Werxone said the very fact that 
8 more comprehensive system was neces- 
sary was an argument in favour of Mr. 
Kidner’s proposition, because they could 
not increase the nuisance department 
withont increasing the taxes, ‘Tho resolu- 
tion was brought forward, not, as had 
been said, for the purposo of driving the 
Chinese out of the Settlement, but of 
making them pay, something ‘more. to- 
wards the increased expense for sanitar 
measures which their presence necessitated, 

Mr. Sarre said his proporty was kept 
altogether at his own expense, but still 
his tenants paid the Municipal, rates, | Ho 
Kept a staff of scavengers whose duty it 
was, not to go around simply in the 
morning and evening, but to keop cleaning 
the properties all the time. 

i, Weratore said that was very good, 
but unfortunately there were very fow 
like Mr, Smith in the matter. Mr. Smith 
himself’ had told him that the Couneil’s 
suggestions were laughed at. 

ifr. Siarm replied that what ho said 
was that some extraordinary measures 
which the Council proposed were laughed 
at. 

Mr. Werwore said a circular letter 
which the Council had addressed to owners 
of Chinese property was the subject of 
conversation, and it was its suggestions 
which were ridiculed. 

Dr. Jounstox said the question seemed 
to be whether the Settlement was in a 
sanitary condition or not. The proposal 
to increase the charge on Chineso property, - 
he understood to be with a view to get the 
Settlement in better order sanitarily, 
Anyone who choso to go into the different 
parts of the Settlement—he alluded moro 
especially to the back parts—would be 
convinced that there was room for great 
improvement in police supervision and 
sanitary arrangements, He had frequently 

assed through the upper part of the Po- 
Fing rond, towards the. gaol, and he could 
only say that the condition of things there 
was disgusting in the extreme—it was 
offensive to the eye and a pesthole in warm 
weather. No doubt the central parts of 
the Settlement were ina more wholesome 
condition, but the back parts were simply 
filthy, and the condition of things was 
highly dangerous. He need only refer to 
a memorandum which was signed by all 
the medical practitioners in the place, him- 
self included, and in which there was no 
attempt at exaggeration, simply statements 
of facts, He need only say that, unless 
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some attempt was made to remedy the 
condition of things it disclosed, they must 
all suffer. He had watched the erection 
of some tenements Jately on the upper part 
of the Foochow road, where there was a 
bit of land which for two months had been 
simply a stagnant pool. Aftor the rainy 
weallicr and during the latter part of it, 
the pool was filled with mud; this was 
allowed to wash well down, ‘and then 
a slight foundation of a few bricks were 
put on it. Upon. that reeking pond a 
single row of tenements was then built, 
and if anyone chose to go up there now, 
they could see several rows of such houses 
crowded with Chinese. Now the pond was 
filled up, the place had a decent exterior, 
and many respectable looking Chinese were 
living there ; but. it was a siate of thi 
which should not be allowed ; it was a dis 
aco to the owner—whom he did not 
now, though he could not help giving 
them’ the caso as an instance which had 
ome much under his notice. A great 
many Chineso houses were erected in a 
similar way, and there was no objection to 
their light ‘and hasty construction if the 

‘ound were well raised and drained. 

‘hero were serious objections however to 
erecting tenements at a cheap rate, not 
draining the land, and constructing ‘them 
in such a miserable way that thoy’ really 
were tniuhabitable on the score of health. 

‘Mr. Kuvasz, with regard to what had 
been stated by Dr. Johnston as to the non- 
fulfilment of sanitary conditions in the new 
houses built in the Foochow Road, begged 
to read Municipal Byo-Law XVIt. ‘This 
gave the Council full power to act 
in such a case, if the stato of affairs wero 
as described. ‘Ho therefore threw back 
‘on the past Municipal Council, the entiro 
blame in allowing the continuance of such 
a stnto of affairs, ‘They had had full 
power to seo that no such nuisance was 
perpetrated, and he thought it would 
have been’ better if, instead of coming 
before the meeting in support of any 
such proposition os that now under 
discussion, they had taken care that the 
power committed to them was properly 
discharged. ‘Those powers were ample, 
but it was uscless to propose abstract 
resolutions where tho will to carry them 
out was wanting, In such a caso the 
became mere waste paper, as indeed all 
resolutions passed in ignorance or in 
contravention of economic laws wore sure 
sooner or later to become. 

Mr. Ssarm remarked that, after all the 
trouble and expense he went to, to keep 
his properties in order, his reward, under 
Mr. Kidner’s amendment, was that he 
would have to pay increased taxes in order 
that people outside the Honan road limit 
might be benefited. 

Mr. Weraore said Mr. Kingsmill’s re- 
called for soime response from 
Ho might say that the subject occupied 
more of the Council’s time than did any- 
thing olse. But without a very Inrge staff 
it was impossible to keop Uicee matters 
under proper supervision, looking to the 
enormous Chineso population they had to 
deal with. In support of this, he had only 
to refer to the report by the medical men 
which he had already. laid before the 
meeting. No amount of money would put 
the Settlements in a perfectly healthy con- 
dition. 

Mr. Groom asked why the limit was 
drawn at Honan Road. 

Mr. Krpwen said, because he considered 
that ‘the Settlement on the east side was 
mostly occupied by foreigners. 

‘Mr. Brsszx, on behalf of the owner, had 
to take exception to what Dr. Johnston had 
said regarding the property in the Foochow 
Road. It was not formerly a pond, but 
hard ground. 

Dr. Jouxstow assured him that he had 
given a faithful description of what he 
had seen, and he had visited the locality 
four or five times a day. 



































Mr. Brsser remarked that he could speak 
from personal knowledge of the property. 
It formerly belonged to a personal friend 
of Dr. Johnston and was hard dry ground ; 
but in consequence of the raising of the 
road, it may have been swampy after wet 
weather. It had been Jeased to a China- 
man, and every means had been used to got 
him to raise it properly. When he failed 
to do so, it must be admitted in de- 
fence of’ the Municipal authorities that 
they had brought pressure to bear upon 
him. He thought Dr. Jolston’s state- 
ment greatly overcoloured. If he had 
spoken of the property immediately south 
of tho Lock Hospital, his remarks would 
have been more correct, as part of it 
had been a pond, now filled up. With 
reference to the west end of Peking Road, 
ho thought people in the habit of going 
through tho Settlement could not but ad- 
mit that the Municipal Council failed 
to spend a suflicient amount of monoy 
upon the native quarters, A great deal 
had been expended on outside roads, é&e. 
of no use to natives; and if the Conneil 
had spent a proper proportion of the reve- 
nue on the Chinese streets, they would not 
have to complain of their bad condition. 
Ho thought it would be well, in future 
budgets, to show what amount'was drawn 
from purely Chinese sources, and what hud 
been spent in the Chineso quarters, espe- 
cially in the matters of roads, light, &c. 

Mr. Hitz asked for information. Was 
not all this desultory i 
property on the West 
road, irrelovant toMr. Kidner’s resolution ? 

‘The Cuaracan said it all arose out of the

Mr. Werwone said, with regard to Mr. 
Bisset’s remarks, he had drawn up a fow

1864 to Tis. 248,000, He thought that 
was proof positive that the heavy burden 
of expenditure the Ratepayers were called 
upon to bear at the present time, was 
almost entirely owing to the existence of 
this large population in their midst. With 
the addition of Hongkew, he did not 
beliovo that the Municipal expenditure 
at the present time would be over Tis. 
60,000 por annum, if they did not have a 
population of 75 or 100,000 natives to pro- 
vide for. 

Mr. Busser did not think that bore al- 
together on what he said, Old residents 
must know that a great portion of this 
increasing expenditure was necessary to 
the comfort of foreign residents, as well as 
on account of the influx of Chinese. It 
used to be said, for instance, that it hose 
days it was only possible to go out after a 
fall of rain, in topboots. What he desired 
to have shown, was the expendituro on the 
native and foreign quarters respectively. 

‘Mr. Wersone said it was impossible to 
arrive at anything like an exact estimate of 
‘what sums were spent purely for the bene- 
fit of Foreigners, and what for Chinese. 
They must take into consideration that on 
tho south, north, and west there was a 
large native city, and that the roads were 
mainly cut up by the large Chinese popu- 
lation passing backward and forward ; 
that the expenditure confined to the Chi- 
nese quarters could not be taken as the 
measure of the expenditure for their benefit. 
It was undoubtedly the case, too, that in 
such a department as that of Police, a 






































large expenditure was necessitated by the 
presence of the Chinese, while the sanitary 
department had no existence till 1861. 

Mir, Purpox would like to call attention 
to remark that had dropped from the 
Chairman, about the necessity for submit- 
ing any alteration or increase of taxation to 
the native authorities. Was it to be un- 
derstood that every tax upon Chineso 
property, or affecting native residents, 
hind to. be submitted to the Taotai be- 
fore being enforced ? For instance, the 
Council intended to tax wheelbarrows and 
vehicles; was it necessary to have the 
Taotai’s assent to that, and if such assent 
were not obtained, did it throw out the 
proposed licenses? 

‘Tho Cuarmaan said nothing could be 
clearer than that, to enforce taxes, the 
cousent of the authorities of the Court to 
which peuple might appeal, should be had, 
If the Chineso refused to pay, they must 
be taken to the Mixed Court, where the 
decision of the Magistrate would no doubt 
dopend on whether tho consent of the 
‘Taotai had been given to the imposition of 
the tax. ‘The ecleme of taxation was not 
submitted from year to yoar, howover, 
when there was no change. 

‘Mr, Canter said, as to the proportion of 
contributions by Chinese and Foreiguers, 
he found that the Chinese paid in licens 
and native house tax ‘ls. 95,870, while 
foreigners rcsident only paid ls. 40,000. 
There were, howover, ‘Tis, 100,000 ‘paid 
by trade in the form of ' wharfago 
dues, So that the Chinese paid 
moro than double the foreign share of 
Municipal rate. Ho should like to call , 
the attention of the meeting to Art, IX 
of the Land Regulations, and he doubted 
whether it was competent fur this meoting, 
with or without the consent of the ‘Tuotai, 
to pass a differential ruto of taxation, 
‘Tho Article ran : ‘and it shall be com- 
potent to anch meeting * * * to imposo 
and levy rates * * and to declare an 
assessment in the form of A rate to be 
made on tho said"land or buildi 
no provision for a differential rato— 
that the clean part of the Settlement should 
pay for cleansing tho dirty part of it, 1’ 
wore, therefore, losing time unne 
the proposition was, he thought, ille 
and he should adviso his Chinese frionds 
on tho east side of Honan road not to pay 
if the tax wore imposed. 

‘The Cuairatan said Mr, Carter's opinion 
might be correct, but in faco of tho fact 
that differential ‘rates had beon imposed 
all along, he should feel disinclined to rule 
that he was in order. 

‘Mr, Feanow suggested that Mr, Kidner 
might be induced to withdraw the amond- 
ment. He need scarcely say that the 
majority of tho Council wero at one with 
Mr, Kiduer as to some of tho matters he had 
brought forward ; there was no doubt that 
the sanitary condition of the Settlement 
led vast improvement, and that some 
very careful monsures would have to be 
arranged with that object. The Council 
had intended to bring forward resolutions 
on this matter, but being ruled out on a 
Point of order 'they hoped that it would 

e discussed ata special meeting to be 
held for the purpose. 

‘Tho Ouatuaaw asked who ruled the 
Couneil out. 

‘Mr. Fearon said it was determined that 
the matter was not in order, and it was 
thereforo postponed. It was very desirablo 
that the question should now be postponed 
for a special meeting. ‘The Council wero 
unaware that it was to be brought forward 
to-day, and they doubted whether Mr, Kid- 
ner’s measure was sufiicient. Mr. Kidner 
only proposed to increase the house-tax 
upon a certain portion of the native 
houses in the Sottlements, and until it 
was known what that tax would produce, 
it was impossible, as Mr. Seligmann 
observed, to say what its effect would be. 


‘Mr. Fearon next proposed, and Mr. 















































Sexiewann seconded 
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the estimated expenditure in the 
Municipal Budget for the year commenced 
lst April 1874, and ending Slet March 1875, 
as proposed by the retiring Council for the 
Foreign Community of Shanghai, together 
with the recommendations attached thereto, 
be hereby approved and adopted. 

Carried unanimously, 

‘Mr, Purvow.—It will be in the recollee- 
tion of the Ratepayers that, at the last 
annual meeting, the Council wero instructed 
to form the Bund on the north side of the 
Soochow Creek from Wills’ Bridgo to Ho- 
nan Road, but at the same time the pro- 
posers of the resolution left it very much 
to tho Council as to the immediate carrying 
out of the plan, ‘The Council, upon taking 
office and looking into the matter, did not 
deemn it desirable in tho then state of the 
finances to spend the money on that Bund ; 
the more so that, as they had no authority 
to build a bridge at the end of Honan Road, 
and did not contemplate moving the ‘Free 
Ferry Bridge” there, it would he a useless 
expenditure, for the Bund would be useless 
without the Bridge.

will understand that if this resolution is 
carried it involves the carrying out of the

Being anxious to bund, they have 
refused the lease thus far; but if the 
present proposal is refused the lease will 
be made ; the land will be lost for 15 years;

‘Mr. Krxasurut said there could be only 
one opinion asto thedesirability of abridge ;

‘That this Meeting is of tho opinion that it 
is desirable to widen the Streets of the Set- 
tlement where practicable, and that the Coun- 
cil for the time being be and are hereby 
authorized, under Art, LX of the Land Rega- 
lations of 1870, to raise (if necessary,) a sun 
not exceeding ‘ls. 10,000 S. S. By ‘Deben- 
tures redeemable in not less than five, and 
not more than twenty years from date of issue, 
and bearing interest atthe rate of uot over 
8% per anuum, for the purpose. 

‘Mr. Feaxoy, in seconding the resolution, 
said the benefit that would arise from 
the echeme was so self-evident, that he did 
not feel called on to mako any remark in 
support of Mr. Purdon’s statement.

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M. REMUSAT’S CONCERT. 


Decidedly the Muses find anything but 
hospitable shelter in Shanghai at present. 
With the exception of one (the second) of 
the Philharmonic Concerts, anusical enter- 
tainments have succeeded in attracting but 
scanty audiences this winter. ‘he thin- 
ness of the attendance was by somo attri- 
buted to the classical severity of the pro- 
grammes. When, however, one of the 
greatest pianists living lately visited us, 
and, in the hope of meeting our tastes, 
varied her selections with a large admixture 
of the merely popular element, she, too, 
failed to draw,” and the small’ audiences 
lavished their “applause on the ballads 
of the associated artiste in a manner 
so undiscriminating and one-sided as 
must lower the somewhat proud status 
which Shanghai has hithecto assumed in 
the musical world, Her last concert, which 
did not contain a single piece of classical 
music, was precisely the one which drew 
the worst house of all—a fact not a little 
significant, and go far to the credit of the 
community 
Rémusat’s Concert on Thursday 
evening was. perfect saccess in every po 
except that of attracting an audience. ‘Tho 
house was small, painfully small, much 
smaller even than that which went to hear 
Madame Goddard’s Grand National Pro- 
gramme, and that is saying a great deal. 
We fail to see any reason for this. The 
programme was varied and most interest 
ing. ‘There were orchestral pieces, cham- 
ber pieces for wind, and for string, vocal 
solos and duos, and jastly the piquant and 
novel (iu Shanghai at least) combination of 
a solo instrument with orchestral accom- 
paniment, We must indeed here take ex- 
ception on two points to the advertisement 
announcing the concert. One is that the 






































public were left in the dark as to the oo 
position of the orchestra, which many: peo- 
ple, we know, thought ‘was to be simply 
the wind-band. ‘The other is that Weber's 
world-renowned Coneert-Stiick should 
have been disguised by a designation which 
must have effectually prevented the iden- 
tification of the work, by the English and 
the German portion of the community at 
allevents. ‘Lhe title given, “The Crus 
der,” is of doubtful anthenticity, and has 
in avy case fallen into as complete desue~ 
tude as, (lo give a somewhat far-fetched 
illustration) the old name of ‘Tully by 
which Cicero was known in the last century. 
Airs, Blimber was, as far as we kuow, the 
last person who affected the nomen instead 
of the cognomen of the famous Roman 
orator. 

‘Phe orchestra, which was, practically, 
the Philharmonic Society; though not an- 
nounced as such (why, itis not for profane 
mortals to inquire) never played better, 
‘Mendelssohin’s march at the ‘ finish” was 
given with a fire, force, and precision which 
amateurs can hardly be expected to dis- 
play. ‘The three sections of the Orchestra 

rings, wind, and percussiou—all played 
con amore, and the elliciency of the con 
ductor’s baton was nowise inipaired by the 
insuficient reovguition of his claims to 
public support which the emptiness of the 
beuches manifested, ‘The Amateurs, we 
are glad to say, mustered in full force, and 
they certainly contributed all that in them 
lay to the success of the entertainment, 

‘Nor was the voeal part of the programme 
less efficiently rendered. ‘The extremely di 
ficult Sopranio ai from Masaniello, though 
given byrn very youny Indy, was certainly 
no child’s-play. All the difficult rowlades 
and florid bravura passages were brought 
out with ereditatle uceuracy, though traces 
of effort were, it mnst be added, a little 
perceptible here and there, The duet 
for soprano and tenor from the old opera of 
Maillart (misprinted Maillard) was decide 
edly the best vocal duct we have heard for 
some time in Shanghai, ‘The Indy did 
thorough justi to er park and, evidently 
threw her soul into the music. ‘The tenor 
sang his part are and cor 
reotness, but his manner lacked warinth— 
‘a defect which the animation and spirit of 
the other singer brought into rather pro- 
minont relief. 

But the piece of the evening beyond all 
comparison was the Concert-Stiick. When 
we say that Weber never wrote anythin 
finer, and that it could not well be ‘hinyed 
better than it was by the Amateur who 
played it on Thursday evening, we only say 
‘what every musician in the audience and 
the orchestra will gladly bear us out in, 
‘Vhe echoes of strains which a great and 
worJd-known pianiste recently awakened 
ere, are still lingering in our ears—we havo 
heard, and, we hope, appreciated her to the 
fullest, yet we have no hesitation in saying 
that the performance of Webor's great 
Concerto, which surprised and delighted 
the few ‘that were fortunate enough to 
come and hear jit on ‘Thursday last, was 
such that Malanie Goddard herself would 
not have disowned it. We have enjoyed 
and praised this yentleman’s round and 
genial style before now; wo shall not 
readily forget his reading’ of Beethoven's 
fine sonata, nor of Mendelssohn's Rondo 
Capriccioso, bu: his lastfeal isalmostencugh 
to efface ail previvus impressions. ‘Tho 
applause was, considering the paucity of 
the auditors, ‘wonderfully hearty, and the 
orchestra so far forgot their gravity and 
propriety as to The work was 
played without book, a tour de force all the 
more remarkable as the player had to 
render on the pinnoforte several passages 
scored for instruments not represented in 
our small orchestra. Of the other num- 
bers of the programme, we shall only say 
that they were all well executed and well 
received. With the orchestral row plauked 
over, nothing of acoustical effect was 
wanting. But the Lyceum Theatre is 
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much too largé for our musical public. 
For the future we advise Concert-givers to 
limit their ambition to the “Refreshment 
Room” in the Masonic Hall, unless, 
indeod, they can discover a still smaller 
public room. A Refreshment Room, by 
the way, seems no unfitting place’ for 
fo, musical “feast of reason and flow of 
soul.”

‘TAOTAI'S PROCLAMATION TO THE PRODUCERS 
OF SILK. 

On tho 20th 3rd Moon, I received a letter 
from Mr. Seward, U. 8. Consul-General, on 
dehalf of the whole number of Consuls, s 
that the Chamber of Commerce had rece 
letters from Europe and America, complaining 
that the Silk of last season was no improve: 
ment, but rather worse, than that of the pre- 
vious few years, of which complaint has here- 
tofore been made, He also forwarded to me 
two copies of a notice prepared by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce for circulation among sill 
dealers. 

Tu China, silk is a very important article of 
Commerce, and all thosé engaged in the pre~ 
Paration of aud dealing in ilk, should) be 
faitful and honest, aud on no account allow 
the least counterfeit in its preparation. I 
have before issued proclamatious in regard to 
this matter. Having received this letter from 
the Senior Consul, { have written to the 
officials in the Silk District, and now issue 
this proclamation with the notice of the 
Chamber of Commercs, Let all-engaged in 
the preparation of silk be careful to obey 
these instructions, and select the good from 
the bad, aud constantly study how to improve 
the quality of silk until it is perfect, and on 
no account allow the least infraction on what 
is nocessary to make it perfect.

‘THE RIOT ON THE FRENCH CONCESSION. 


To the Editor of the 
Nontu-Cana Herat. 

Sir,—As your publication of the map 
representing the property of the Ningpo 
Guild, the roads which they object 
to have opened, and the road to which 
they assent, has called forth no comment, 
that the reasonableness of the 
xs of the Cemetery is universally 
conceded. 

‘My previous communication has excited 
cousiderable discussion ; I am constrained 
therefore to revert to the subject. ‘That the 
acouracy of the account which Igave of the 
circumstances attending the riot should be 

nestioned, was matter to be expected. 

ike collisions afloat, cxses of this kind re- 
quireeare‘ul sifting of conflicting evidence. 
‘The version that I gave was that of the 
Ninzpoese, who of course had a right tobe 
heard ; aud uow, after all has beou said, it 
does not appear that their statements in 
the main were incorrect, for the most im- 
























portant part, that relating to the massacre, 
is substantiated by foreign authority. 

As for the disparaging remarks that have 
been elicited by my letter, Ineed say little ; 
the writers did not themselves believe more 
than half of what they said, and that half 
is credited by no one else. They seem to 
have been indulging in chaff, and I appre- 
hend you would not spare me space to 
return chaéing for chafting. 

There was some earnestness perhaps in 
the argumentative portion of those who 
censure the Ningpoese. I say perhaps, for, 
on lovking into these arguments, one is 
disposed to surmise that the authors were 
indulging in a little quiet irony in the in- 
terest of the Guild. 

One of these arguments is, that the 
graves that were to be removed contained 
the remaius of the poor, who had no family 
ties that could be lacerated. Now it was 
this fact which imparted intensity to the 
opposition on the part of the masses, who 
were apprehensive that the managers 
of their cemetery might allow the desccra- 
tion because they themselves were well-to- 
dv, I would have the Chinese understand 
that the cogency of an argument of that 
kind is not generally admitted by for- 
eiguers. A new word has been coined to 
express the state of mind that this princi- 
ple suggests—snobbery. 

‘The other argument in favor of carrying 
needless roads through the cemetery is, 
that, if the objections of the Guild ‘were 
admitted, it would seriously affect the titles 

















of much foreign property! In the name 
of common sense, Task, 
should resort to stich unm 








ing? The auswer indubitably 
they had no other resort in theit vain 
task of holding up the Guild to obloquy. 
Giving nll weight to their arguments, I 
think Lam justiied in moving for the ac- 
ittal of the accused. 

The Guild managers of the cometery 
and their constituents were further justified 
in opposing the opening of the roads by the 
‘Municipal Council, on the ground that they 
upposed that that body had no more 
right to doso than the tax collectors or 
police; they regarded their proceedings in 
the mattér as an usurpation, as wholly 
illegal, Were they to blame for thinking 
80% Yes, they were to blame, in that it 
was a groundless assumption—ignorance 
in that case would be no excuse. No, 
they were not to blame if the logic 
nts had demonstrated that the Muni- 
cipal Council is regarded by the French 
authorities merely as a buroau of the Con- 
sulate, as a body meant only to at 
administration, It is not a decade since 
they saw a French Consul-General lock a 
recalcitrant Municipality out of the Hotel 
Municipal, place gendarmes at the 
door, and by a dash of his pen re- 
Tegate its members to the condition of 
rrivate gentlemen. On the present occa 
sion, they found the Municipal Council 
bent on carrying out a measure that was 
injurious to themselves and in oppositi 
to the superior authority of the Concession, 
the French Consul-General. Resist 
the Municipality seemed to them to be 
obedience to the Consulate. 

It is very hard on the Guild to aver 
that they “deliberately planned the riot.” 
‘The crowds that assembled daily at the 
cemetery met to intimidate its custodians 
for, the work having been commeniced, 
the common people feared that they were 
going to be betrayed. 

Attention has been called to the fact 
that a large proportion of offences com- 
mitted in the Settlement are by Ning- 
pocse, and the inference is drawn that 
they ‘are peculiarly turbulent, ‘There is 
apprehension here, That fact should 
idered in connection with two other 
Oue is that everywhere the cri- 
minal classes are composed for the most 
part of men who are endowed with more 
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than average ainount of force of character 5 
energetic and impulsive men in all countries 
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are more addicted to infractions of the 
law than their contraries. ‘The other fact 
is that tho greater part of native activity 
that in the Foreign Settlements is 
Ningpoese, without whom the port wonld 
assuredly retrograde. We are greatly in- 
debted to that force of character for the 
prosperity of Shanghai. 

In volunteoring for the defence of the 
Ningpo community, | have endeavoured to 
be just to all parties. Some Ihave offended ; 
I trust they are sufficiently placable to at- 
tribute my course not to ill-nature, but to 
defective judgment,

Mr. Warunwntonr applied on behalf of the 
Stewards of the Shanghai Race Club for an 
injunction to restrain Mr. Chalmers, who was 
tho contractor for the Cricket Club Committee, 
from proceeding with the construction of a 
high roof on the Pavilion on the Cricket 
Ground in the Race Course, on the ground 
that it was a breach of the agreement between 
the Race and the Cricket Clubs. He believed 
in the Cricket Club lease there was a clause 
that no erection should be put there without 








the consent of the Race Club, Negociations 
had been going forward, time had 
‘thus been Jost, but as the construction of 








the roof waa still continued, he was afraid 
that when it was completed the Cricket 
Club would pay no atteution to the 
wishes of the Club, He had therefore 





come to this Court, as a Court of Equity, to 
restrain the contractor, Mr. J. C. Chalmers, 
from proceeding with’ it. ‘The title to the

In December 1872, Mr. L. H. Stoddard bor- 
rowed of Messrs. Olyphant & Co. a sum of 
2,500 Taels, and gave to them his promissory 
note payable on demand.

Messrs. Olyphant & Co. On the 30th day 
of September Mr. Stoddard filed in this Court 
a petition declaring himself Bankrupt. Under 
these circumstances the Assignee of the Bauk- 
rupt Estate of Stoddard seeks to recover from 
‘Messrs. Olyphant & Co. the amount so re- 
ceived from Mr. Stoddard. He claims that 
when the payment was made Stoddard was 
Bankrupt, And in contemplation of bankruptey. 
He shows that six promissory notes made by 
Stoddard, and then due and owing, were on 
the 20th of Sejtember presented for pay- 
ment, and dishonored. He shows also that 
on the 23rd of September, the day before 
‘the payment to Messrs. Olyphant & Co. was 
made, Stoddard wrote to a person from whom 
there was due to hima sum of two or three 
hundred taels, asking for payment and saying 
“ T don't want to include it in my statement 
of property should such be required, and pre- 
sume you would prefer it also.” ‘He shows 
still farther that Stoddard was actually, hope- 
lessly, insolvent, the condition of his estate 
indicating that not more than ten per centum 
will be paid in dividends to unsecured credi- 
tors whose proven claims amount to about 
90,000 ‘Taels. 

‘The Defendants urge three propositions in 
defence. 

‘The first is that Stoddard was not in con- 
templation of Bankruptey when he made the 
payment. 

‘The second, that the payment was not vol- 
untary, but made under the compulsion effected 
in consequence of the suit brought by Messrs. 
Olyphant & Co. on the 20th September. 

The third, that an assignment by Stoddard 
in favor of Messrs, Olyphant & ‘Co. of the 
money paid was made on the 16th of August 
1873, by a letter addressed to the Manager of 
the Oriental Bank Corporation. 

The evidence adduced by the Petitioner in- 
dicates beyond question that Stoddard was 
Bankrupt on the 24th of September 1873, 
that he was perfectly aware of the fact, and 
that he did then foresee that a statement of 
his assets would be called for eitiier in sup- 
port of his own petition, or upou the petition 





























of some one desiring to ‘have him a 
Bankrupt. He was therefore rapt 
and in contemplation of Bankruptey,” and 


the defence set up in that direction does not 
merit consideration, 

Tt. is equally clear that the compuls‘on 
effected in consequence of Messrs, Olyphant 
& Co.'s suit was not such as to take his act in 
making the payment to them out of the range 
of voluntary acts. He voluntarily confessed 
judgment, and he voluntarily paid the amount 
into Court, ‘The order of the Court upon the 
Petition of Messrs. Olyphant & Co. was dated 
the 20th of September, and directed Stoddard 
to file his answer within 3 days—say on the 
25th. It was prior to that date, and while 
he was under no obligation to make his 
answer that he did answer, and prior to that 
date that he did pay the money. 

‘The compulsion consequent npon the suit 
ys then not such as to be appreciable, and 
the second defence set up by the Defeudants 
may be dismissed. 

‘The defence based upon an alleged assign- 
ment is a more delicate one. It appears that 
Stoddard informed the Defendants that he 
would pay them out of receipts expected from 
the freight of the Deogaum, that he wrote to 
the Oriental Bank to which he had directed 
the payment of the money, asking them to 
pay the amount to Messrs.’ Olyphant & Co., 
and received a response saying that the Bank 
would regard his instructions. 

An inquiry into the effect of this instruction 
will raise the question at once whether 
took the amount so directed to le 
beyond the control of Mr. Stoddard, and 
whether a contract was set up between the 
Bank and the Defendants in this suit. 

Ido not find that there was any contract 
between the Bank and the Defendants. No 
letter passed between them until the 18th of 
September, when Messrs. Olyphant & Co, 
made formal application to the Bank as fol- 
lows—‘*Referring to Mr. Stoddard’s letters 
to you, and to your acknowledgment of same, 
we now beg to make formal application to

fio this letter Ar. Paterson, Manager 
of the Bank, made no response until the 25th 
of September, prior to which date he had 
honored Mr. Stoddard’s cheque for the sum 
due to Messrs. Olyphant & Co. and sued for 
by them, There was, therefore, at no time 
a-contract between the Bank and the Defend- 
auts, The Bank held itself bound only to 
‘carry out Stoddard’s, the Depositor’s, instruc 
tions, which instructions could be’ at any 
moment cancelled or varied. ‘This we 
pear from the circumstances, and it is di 
tinctly averred in Mr. Patorson’s evidence. 

Moreover, if upon 
of the 18th Mr. Paterson had agreed to hold 
the sum named by Stoddard to tho credit of 
the defendants, it is uot clear that the defen- 
dants would not have been liable to refund 
the sum to the Assignee. 

It will be seen that Stoddard was entire 
free on the 2ith of September, when lie paid 
the amount of Messrs. Olyphant & Company's 
claim into Court, to pay it, or to hold it for 
the benefit of his creditors at large, That 
he had an improper motive in paying it to 
Messrs. Olyphant & Co. is not to be conceived, 
He had set it apart for them, and he honestly, 
to the best light he had, paid it over to them, 
But Lam not bound to accept his views of 
what was right and proper, Having perfoct 
control of the money, and the ability to hand 
it over to, his general ereditors, being hope- 
lessly insolvent, and knowing it, he did give 
the Defendants'a preferential payment, 

Such a preference is, I think, clearly op- 
posed to the provisions of the Bankruptcy Act, 
a leading purpose of which is, to secure the 
distribution of a baukrupt’s estate equally 
amoug his creditors. 

Unfortunately there aro in Shanghai no re- 
ports of cases of this sort, ‘The Bankruptey 
‘Ack is of recent date, and while there can be 
no doubt that such cases have ben decided 
frequently, I have only the Act itself to look 
to. 


‘The Act reads: ‘If any person being in- 
solvent, or in contemplation of iusolveney, 
within four months before the filing of the 
petition by or against him, with a view to give 
4 preference to any creditor or persons having 
a claim against him, makes any payment, the 
person receiving such payment having reason- 
able cause to believe that such person is in 
solvent, and that such payment is made in 
violation of the provisions of this Act, the 
same shall be void, and the Assignee’ may 
recover the amount, &o,” 

‘The point arises’ here whether the Defen- 
dauts knew that Stoddard was insolvent when 
be made the payment to them. The fact is 
in evidence that the Chartered Mercantile 
and the Agra Bauks applied to them between 
the 8th and 18th of September, for the valuo 
of certain goods for which Stoddard had given 
fraudulent storage receipts, ‘The fact that on 
or about the 25th September, the Defendants 
by their Counsel, Mr. Wainewright, threatened 
Stoddard with proceedings to make him an 
involuntary bankrupt is also in evidence. 

‘These facts, together with tho action which 
the Defendants took in pressing Stoddard for 
the payment in question, must be considered 
sufficient to indicate that they knew quite 
well what Stoddard’s pecuniary condition 
was ; aud that they received the payment in 
violation of the provisions of the Act, 

My Associates agree with me in the whole 
of this statement and opinion, and assent to a 
judgment for the petitioner with costs.

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‘The Petition showed that the plaintiff, late 
commander of the steamer Shaftesbury, was 
to receive $300 per month salary, and certain 
mess allowances. On the 16th of April last 
he received a lelter from the agents, Messrs, 
Olyphant and Co., telling him that Capt. 
Lowell had been appointed to the command 
of the ship, and instructing him to give him 
all facilities towards his appointment. Then 
he did, but the agents now declined to pay 
up his’ wages aud board to the end of the 
month, end were ouly willing to pay up to the 
17th. His account was for services rendered for 
‘one month, $300; for mess allowance for 16 
days, $122.67 ; personal mess allowance for 14 
days §21; sundry disbursements, $40.29 ;— 
total, $483.96. 

‘The Answer admitted that the salary was 
$300 for the month, and certain mess allow- 
‘ance, but denied that such mess allowance 
was to form any part of petitioner's remuner- 
ation for his services. “As to the items of 
$122, $21, aud $40, the defendant alleged that 
the petitioner was indebted to him a sum of 
money much greater than this amount. 

C. B, Eutas, sworn, said.—My ment 
with Mr. Hayes (who was acting at that time 
for the owners of the Shaftesbury) was that 
T was to have $300 a month and mess allow- 
‘ances, the latter to be the same as those 
allowed to other steamers. It wasalsounder- 
stood that these expenses were to cover every- 
thing with regard to cooks and stewards and 
provisions ; and that if there was any balance 
over, it was ouly fair that I should retain it, 
Tt was only the usual amount granted, and 
Twas entitled to it. 

‘To Mr, Watveweronr.—I was previously 
master of the Pingon. Chad $250 a month. 
Thad $300 a month in the Moyune. I do not 
Know that $300 is quite beyond the 
the masters in the coast steamers. I believe 
I could name others getting the same. When 
Twat engaged by Mr. Hayes, T said T should 
‘try to male good time, so that the steamer 
should make’ as much money as_possible. I 
employed a pilot myself for the Haitan Strait. 
Ido not know that I was specially engaged, 
but T supposo that Afeesrs, ‘Olyphant & Co, 
had confidence in me, and knew that I should 
naturally do my utiost to make the shi 
earn money. ‘The steward was to have $: 
the cook $12, aud the boy $10 amonth, whi 
‘was to be allowed over and above the $230 for 
mess. ‘The steward, who was my own boy, 
‘was not paid so much as wages. I did not 
pay my steward the $230 a month to provision 
the ship. I allowed him $180 a month for 
that purpose. ‘This did not include auy wages. 
Tallowed the steward $12 a mouth for the 
‘cook and $10 for the boy. 1 paid the wash- 
ing bill. T think this was all that I allowed for 
wursements. ‘There remained a balance of 
$45, which may be considered as my profit, 
$10 were allowed to the cook for each of the 
four quartermasters, but I only paid: him $6. 
‘Phe orew were all paid in full. ‘The arrange- 
ment with the steward might have been made 
two mouths after [ took command. paid 
tho steward the wages of the cook and boy. 

‘To his Hoxoun—The usual pay of quarter- 
masters is $30 a mouth, but mine told me they 
would be satisfied if T paid them $20 and 
found. 1 paid the cook $6 for each of them, 
and the balance { retained. ‘Vhis arr 
ment way made about a mouth or two 
T left the steamer. 

‘T. OvyrHayt, sworn, said.—A conversa:

‘Tho Petitioners in this matter have a judg- 
ment against F.G. Jarvis, granted by Her 
Majesty's Supreme Court. "Under the judy- 
ment, a writ of execution was issued, and 
property to.be seized was pointed out.' ‘The 
Sheriff, or Constable, in endeavoring to make 
t formed by the Defendant 
Eastly, that the goods sought to be seized 
were not the property of Jarvis, and the said 
Defendant is understood to ‘have himself 
claimed them. ‘Thereupon the Petitione: 
asked this Court to try the case between 
them and Jarvis on the one side, and Eastly 
on the other, as respects the ownership of the 
goals claimed respectively by Jarvis and 

sastly. 

Upon the hearing it appeared that Eastly 
and Jarvis in the mouth of June last year 
entered into @ co-partnership. Jarvis seems 


















to consider that this oo-partnership still con- 
tinues. Eastly holds to the coutrary, but 
fails to show a dissolution of ‘the co-pattner- 
ship, or a settlement of the partnership 
concerns. 

‘The question arises whether the property of 
partners can be seized under a writ of execu- 
tion, and sold to satisfy the debt of one of the 
partners. 

‘Upon an examination of American authori- 
ties, [find that such siznre may be made, but 
that the goods cannot be sold absolutely. ‘The 
sale will be subject to a settlement of partner 
ship debts and partnership accounts, and the 
purchasers will buy ouly the partuer’s interest 
‘80 encumbered. 

T find the samne doctrine laid down in Chap- 
ter XXVIL Vol. I. of Chitty’s Archbo 
Practice of the Court of Queen's Bench in 
Personal Actions and Ejectments, 12th Ed., 
by Samuel Premice, pp. 659. 

‘The Petitioners in this matter can procecd 
by representing the facts as they now appear 
to the Supreme Court, and asking for a writ 
against Jarvis’ interest in the partnership 
estate, which writ, at the request of the Su- 
preme Court, I will approve. 

T think however that a better course will be 
for the Petitioners to join with Jarvis to file 
Dbill-in-equity for an account, as this will avoid 
all questions of jurisdiction. 

It should be mentioned that the partnership 
affairs appear to be in great confusion, that 
Jaivis may oF may not five paid in the full 
amouut duo to Eastly, ou his purchase of an 
interest in the business, and that, so far as I 
can glean from the imperfect evidence before 
ime, Eas'ly lis been for some time in undis- 
puted control and possession of the partner- 
ship interests.

Com. applied 
jeveral times for the money, but could not get 
it; and some time in August last year, Mr. 
Martin, at his request, handed him a bill of 
sale, properly drawn out, and which he had 
had stamped and registered at the Consulat 
‘The Dill of sale included household chattel 
(au inventory was attached to it),—and also 
Mr, Martin's share in the interests of the 
‘company carrying on business under the name 
of Compton and Co., of which he was a 
partner. He had great difficulty in obtaining 
this document, but determined npon having 
it, as the loan had been made in August, 1872, 
and was payable in August, 1873. The 
amount he had received from Mr. Martin 
was Tis. 100, he giving him a promissory note 
Tor the” rest, with Tis, 40, juterest and 
payable on the 3lst March, 1874. In the i 
ventory was an item “one kitchen range 
and on the Ist April, in consequence. of 
the default in payment, he took charge of Mr. 
Martin’s premises, and caused the things to 
be sold by public auction, supposing that the 
said range would be sold with the rest. He 
had seen it on the premises previously ; when 
the auction took place he was unavoidably 
absent on account of illness, but after the 
auction, in consequence of information he re- 
ceived, be went to sce Mr. Martin, to ask 
him why the range, included in the bill of sale, 
was not sold, aud’ why another smaller one 

place. He replied, “Oh, 
it would only have fetched 
” Complainant said, but still 
m which ought to have been 
tohis account, and told him the stove was 
not the ouly thing he hhad prevented being 
sold.

A. 8. Trices, sworn, said—I am Messrs. 
Lane, Crawford & Co.’s auctioneer. Iremem- 
ber receiving instructious from Mr. Silver- 
thorne to sell the effects in the house No. 11, 
Seward Road. My clerk made an inventory 
of the furniture. I went through the house 
previously to the sale, and notived the kitcuen 
range. Ib was not sold by me. ‘There were 
two stoves,—one, a large and valuable one, 
fixed against the wall, and the other a small 
one, broken and damaged, in the centre of the 
kitchen, Isold the latter. I remember as 












































































































ing Mr, Martin if the large one wae not to be 








sold. He replied, no. The sale took place
